considered and passed a great num ber of 
pension bills, etnoug which was one pen­ 
sioning the widow of the lateGeneral H unt 
at lha rate of $50 per m onth. 
The certificate of the re election of 
K enna as Senator horn West Virginia was 
presented. 
A letter from Commissioner Wandoffers 
was subm itted regarding the surveying and 
allotm ent of the K lam ath Indian Reserva­ 
tion in California. 
It states that the sur­ 
vey was made and confirmed in December, 
1882, but when it wss concluded to make 
allotm ents to the Indians, ii was found the 
survey was so fraudulent that allotm euts 
were made and the investigation for re sur­ 
vey now under consideration was provided. 
A report from the Governor ol Alaska 
was received concerning the alleged m is­ 
treatm ent of native women of A laska by 
w hite employes of the Fishing and Cotn- 


• mercial Company there. The Governor 
j stated that in his journey and investigation 
in A laska he fonnd nothing to confirm ¡he 
newspaper stories of gross violations of the 
rights of women, but it was reported to 
him that agents oí the far companies on 
the Aleutian 
Islands 
were 
ill-treating 
women. 
Sherm an, from the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations, reported back the Senate 
bill for the protection of the salmon fisher­ 
ies of Alaska, with a recommendation that 
the House am endm ent extending the pro­ 
visions of the bill to Behring sea be dis­ 
agreed to. The am endm ent was disagreed 
to, and a conference asked. 
Jones of Nevada reported back the reso­ 
lution, which was agreed to. authorizing the 
Committee 
on 
Public 
Buildings 
and 
Grounds to continue the investigation of 
the office of the Supervising Architect of 
the Treasury. 
Stewart offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to. authorizing the Committee on 
Mines and Mining to continue during the 
called session the inquiry as to the cutting 
of timber on public lands for m ining ana 
domestic purposes. 
AH the pension bills of the calendar (52) 
were passed. Among them was one giv­ 
ing a pension of $50 per month to the 
widow of the late General H unt. 
Biair moved to take up the joint resolu­ 
tion proposing a liquor prohibition am end­ 
m ent to the Constitution. 
Pending action Riddleberger moved to 
proceed to executive business. 
The motion was agreed to, and when the 
doors were reopened the Senate took a re­ 
cess until 8 p. m . 
At the evening session the deficiency bill 
was taken np. Among the items inserted 
were the following : Tue sum of $75,000 for 
salaries and expenses of agents and subor­ 
dinary officers of the Internal Revenue, 
and $1,651.439 to pay the findings of the 
Court of Claims in the Frenen spoliation 
cases. 


W a s h in g t o n , M arch 2d.—At 2:40 a . m . 
the Senate was still in session voting on 
miscellaneous am endm ents to the defi­ 
ciency bill, and the bill will probably be 
passed before an adjournm ent is taken. 


In th e House. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 1st.—In the House 
to-day tne conference report on the bill for 
the reliet of certain volunteers and regular 
soldiers of the late war and the war 
with Mexico as to the removal of the 
charge of deserter, was agreed to. 
After the transaction of some unim ­ 
portant business Holmes of Iowa called up 
the Des Moines river land bill, with the 
President's veto message thereon. 
Holmes urged the passage of the bill, the 
President’s veto to the contrary not with­ 
standing. The bill sought on.v to allow 
settlers to go into C o u it and 
inquire 
whether the Des Moines Navigation Com­ 
pany has complied w ith the term s of the 
grant. 
W hite of New York said the argum ent 
that the bill was intended only to quiet 
titles was specious. The measure was a 
legislative decree defying decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court for the past 
twenty years. It would have been easier 
for Cleveland to have fallen into accord 
with the popular voice and signed the bill, 
but the m an had shown that he had a con­ 
science about this business 
W heeler of Alabama and Parker of New 
York also opposed the bill. 
Gear of Iowa said the settlers had gone 
on the lauds in good faith. They had gone 
on in tbeir young m anhood, and to-day. in 
their old age, were liable te De evicted 
under a ■ ecision of the Court gained, in 
his judgm ent, by a clear case of collusion. 
Pavson of Illinois sent to the Clerk's 
desk and had read a telegram which had 
been published in the papers stating that 
700 evic tons are threatened in three coun­ 
ties of Iowa. H e spoke, he said, in behalf 
of the roen whose property was being 
taken from them by legislative robbery. The 
paid attorneys and lobbyists of the N avi­ 
gation Company had been heard around the 
hall ever since the pendence of this legis­ 
lation. 
The gentlem an from Alabama 
(W heeler) bad said that as far as he knew 
he never bad been a lobbyist against the 
bill 
The gentleman knew and he (Pay- 
son) knew that ex-members of Congress, 
with mot e? of the Navigation Company in 
their pocke s, in violation of privileges as 
ex-members, came on the floor to stifle 
legislation, and had conferred with the 
gentleman at this session, to his (Payson’s) 
knowledge. 
If the gentleman wanted him 
to nam e the men who had been violating 
their privileges it would afford him pleas­ 
ure to nam e them here and now. 
[Ap­ 
plause ] The very bill which the gentle­ 
man lioni Alabama says 
should have 
passed was drafted by an ex-member of 
Coneress and pre3ent<d to him , as I know, 
ami as he knows that I know. 
W heeler—“ You say that an attorney 
gave me that bill ?” 
Pavson—“ Egbert Viele wrote the bill 
and gave it to you 
He told me, and you 
told me. Do you deny that you know 
Viele? You have shown me telegram after 
telegram 
that you had received 
from 
Yieie, formerly á mem ber of this House 
and now attorney for the Navigation Com­ 
pany.” 
The House refused to pass the bill over 
the President’s veto—yeas 147, cays 103 
(not the requisite two-tbirds in the affirm­ 
ative). 
Randall was im m ediately on his feet, 
with a motion to dispense with private 
business, so as to pave the way partially to 
the consideration of the Cowles bill, and 
Mills, in antagonism, called up, as a ques­ 
tion of privilege, the President’s veto of a 
private pension bill. 
Both these gentlemen were side-tracked, 
however, by Enioe. of Tennessee, with a 
conference report on the bill to punish 
dealers or pretended dealers in counterfeit 
m oney for using the United States mails. 
Pending a vote on the report the House 
took a recess, the evening session to be for 
the consideration of private pension bills. 
The House, at the evening session, passed 
35 private pension bills and adjourned.

M O R E SU RPRISES. 


I g a n Says th e F a r n e lllte s H a v e N ot E x­ 
h a u sted T h eir S h ots. 
C h icago, March 1st.—Patrick Egan, who 
was in the city to-day on his way to W ash­ 
ington, had his attention called to the pub­ 
lished statem ent of Dr. MeCahey, of Phila­ 
delphia, im peaching the accuracy of the 
London cablegram to the Associated Press 
on the day of the exposure of Pigott’s 
falsity. The statem ent cf MeCahey was to 
the irfect that Egan and Sullivan did not 
m ake the exposure, and that F ather Dor- 
ney did not carry the papers to London, 
but that they were taken over by a Mr. 
Robertson. 
Mr. Egan declared tbe MeCahey state­ 
m ent altogether wrong, and corroborated 
the story given in tbe cablegram of Febru­ 
ary 25th. Mr. Egan gave the reporter some 
interesting gossip on tbe character of Pigott 
and his methods of raising money, etc. 
W hen asked if he believed that Pigott orig­ 
inated the scheme, or was hired to do it, 
Mr. Egan said: 
*• I believe he concocted the whole plot 
alone, but I also believe he sold the Times 
people the kind of goods they wanted to 
buy. The Times did not expect to get into 
the sort of hearing which is now on. The 
supposition was that Parnell would bring a 
libel suit in the ordinary way. Then he 
would have had to go on the stand aud 
swear that be never wrote the letters pub­ 
lished. Tbe Times would have been en­ 
abled to pul expert after expert on the 
stand to swear that the writing was that of 
Parnell. In the face of this an English 
jury would never have taken Parnell’s 
word, and wouid have given a verdict 
against him .” 
“ W hat will be the probable course of the 
trial now ?” 
“ I don’t know ; but I do know that if the 
Times chooses tocontiuue thetigbt we have 
two or three more surprises in store. Of 
tbeir character I am not now at liberty to 
speak.” 
Mr. Egan thinks the effect of the collapse 
on English politics will be tremendous, 
and that if au appeal be taken to the coun­ 
try within the next six m onths Gladstone 
will go in overwhelmingly. H e does not 
know w hether or not an attem pt will be 
made to force an appeal to the country, but 
he understands that Gladstone favors wait­ 
ing, as he believes the cause is steadilv 
gaining."

COW AND CALF CAKE. 


A S m all M atter, b u t im p o r ta n t O ue In 
Stoc-.k Raising;. 
Always speak to a cow before you begin 
to milk her. 
Don’t take it for granted 
she knows you are going to grasp her teats; 
she may have her head in the manger, and 
when you suddenly catch hold of the teats 
she may jum p or kick. 
Then you may 
yell at her, or perhaps strike her. 
T hat 
is the way to begin the spoiling of a good 
cow. 
The best cows are nervous animals, 
and it pays to be always on the watch so 
th at their nervousness will not be ex­ 
cited. Keep the cows quiet and contented; 
it is the only way to get the best profit 
out of them. 
Calves should be made tame from the 
start; they should show no more signs of 
fear of you than your pet dog does. 
It 
pays to loaf around among the calves, and 
it )iays well, too, as you will find when the 
calf becomes a cow and you attem pt to 
m ilk her. 
Y our cows and calves, in fact 
all your stock, should look upon you as 
their best friend. 
G et them to feel that 
way towards you, and you have made a 
very im portant step towards success. 
The 
man who looks on his cows as mere ma­ 
chines to turn feed into milk, and has no 
further thought aliout them, does not, you 
may depend upon it, get all out of their 
ownership th at he ought to. 
W hen one of your cows seems to be sick, 
do not go to work and drench her w ith all 
m anner of nasty doses prescribed by your 
neighbors, but wait and see if there is ’anv- 
tliing serious the m atter w ith her. 
If 
there is. then get competent advice. 
If 
you can’t get th at kind, don’t get any, and 
if you let your cow alone she stands a bet­ 
ter chance of getting well than if you 
“ doctored ” her. 
Cases of constipation, 
choking or things of th at sort are ex­ 
cepted, of course. 
How often do we hear 
a man tell of having had a sick cow, and 
how he drenched her with this, and rubbed 
her w ith that, and she finally-got w ell; 
but if he hadn’t taken her in tim e she 
would have been a “ goner.” 
Now, the 
chances are a hundred to one th at if had 
let the cow alone she would have got well 
much sooner and with far less pain. 
W hen your cow “ loses her cud, ” don’t 
“fly off the han d le” aud proceed to give 
her a new cud in the shape of a salt mack­ 
erel or herring. 
This is often done, and 
sometimes the fish is wrapped with a wisp 
of hay in a certain mysterious way. W hat 
kind of an idea have such people of the 
internal organs of a cow ? W hen a cow 
stops chewing her cud, it isn’t because she 
has “ lost ” it, but because there is some­ 
thing wrong with her. 
8he is, in fact, 
more or less sick. 
As soon as the cause 
passes away—as it is likely to do if you 
don’t dose her—she will go on chewing 
her end as usual. 
W hen you over-feed a calf, or give a 
very young calf cold milk, and it gets the 
“ scours,” try and refrain from giving it 
laudanum, castor-oil, salts, burnt flour, 
boiled milk, hay tea, and two or three other 
remedies, all in the same day; but let the 
poor little thing alone until’ it is scoured 
out clean ; then use some judgm ent in your 
feeding, and, beginning with a very small 
feed, work up carefully until you get to a 
jioiut where it gets nearly all it will eat. 
¡Stop there, and never go beyond that 
point. 
This advice will hold good as to all 
animals, man included; 
the latter never 
will follow it, but as he has to pay 
prom ptly for his own want of judgm ent, it 
doesn't m atter much.— .4. L . Crosby in 
Prairie Fanner.

QUEEN ELIZABETH’S SHOE. 


E n glan d 's 
V irgin 
M onarch 
E v id en tly 
H ad a P retty L ittle F o o t. 
A souvenir of England’s Virgin Queen 
is extant to-day in the shape of a slipper 
and sandal worn by her more than 300 
years ago. 
They are at present in the 
possession of the keeper of a shoe store in 
New X ork. 
The shoe is still in a won­ 
derful state of preservation and it is a 
specimen of the handicraft of the Crispins 
of those days. 
The Queen must have had a tiny foot, as 
the shoe is only No. 1 in length’ though 
rather too broad to be considered precisely 
shapely at tbe present time. 
It is very 
sim ilar in shape and form, however, to "a 
lady’s dress shoe of to-day. 
It is made of 
yellow brocaded satin, lined with fine, 
stout linen canvas. 
The sole is of oak- 
tauned leather, somewhat coarser 
and 
heavier than would be put into such a shoe 
to-day. 
The heel is exactly like the high 
Frencli heel of modern 
times, though 
well under the rear of the foot, and is at 
least two inches high. 
The toe of the 
shoe runs to a sharp point. 
Across the 
instep are two satin straps, which were 
evidently intended to fasten to a buckle or 
strap, and the back of the shoe is entirely 
devoid of a counter or stiffening. 
The 
edges are bound with yellow silk braid. 
The workmanship is rem arkably good, as 
many shoe manufacturers who have seen it 
testily. 
The stitching is very fine and 
regular, and cannot be excelled by the best 
th at is doue to-day. 
Accompanying the slu e is a sandal, evi­ 
dently made to go with it, as the bits of 
silk in the strap across the instep are of 
the same yellow satin of which th e shoe 
itself is made. 
The sandal is even more 
curious in its way than the shoe. 
I t con­ 
sists simply of 
two thicknesses of sole 
leather, corresponding in size and shape 
w ith the sole of the shoe, except th at it is 
flat on the bottom and heelless. 
On the 
upper side there is an elevation to fit in 
the hollow of the shoe itself. 
It was evi­ 
dently only intended to keep the sole from 
contract with the ground, and is w ithout 
sides or uppers except the narrow straps to 
hold it in place, and which, like straps on 
the shoe, were intended to lie fastened 
w ith buckies. 
The authenticity of the 
relic is vouched for by the possessor, who 
has its history back to the tim e when one 
of the Queeu’s maids of honor gained pos­ 
session of it at the tim e of th e Queen’s 
! death.—Sev: York Truth.

l m ent. Chamberlain had told them that 
measures of a local government for Ireland 
m ust be indefinitely 
postponed.

It was said the 
present Government in Ireland would have

You may deprive of its grace 
ana freedom tbe aet you are asked to do, 
but avert it you cannot. [Prolonged cheers ]

The Government was

We passed the nests of several hornbills 
W hen they are ready to lay, the nest is 
made iu a hollow tree, the female goes 
w ithin, leaving her yvhole immense beak 
sticking out, and the male plasters the 
hole around it up with mud th at hardens 
at once. 
She lays her eggs and sits on 
them until they are hatched, the male 
feeding her all the time. 
The monkeys 
and snakes looking for eggs see this for- 
midable-looking beak sticking out of the 
hole and are afraid to tackle it, so she 
hatches in peace. 
The poor male in feed­ 
ing her gets so poor he can hardly fly. 
A fter about an hour of crawling and 
pushing through, our men suddenly stopped 
and began to point ahead, chattering and 
gesticulating. 
Looking the 
way they 
pointed, we saw in a tree an immense l>oa 
constrictor waving his head to and fro, 
w ith his scales glittering in the sun. 
My 
friend said, “ G et back, quick, he is prepar­ 
ing to jum p!” aud yve did so as fast as pos­ 
sible. 
A fter consulting a few moments the 
Malays cautiously advanced yvith a lasso, 
which by a dexterous throw caught the 
suake around the neck, and jum ping be­ 
hind a tree tightened it on him . 
H e 
thrashed and pulled, and it was all the 
four Malays could do to keep from being 
drawn near enough for him to crush them, 
and once or twice it seemed as though lie 
would get them. 
We could have shot him 
at first, bnt they wanted to capture him 
alive. 
After a while, by pulling and 
choking him, he gave up and they pulled 
him down from the tree. 
H e w.n a big 
fellow, 20 feet long and very large around. 
They have great strength, and this one I 
was assured could swallow a goat or calf. 
H e was looking probably for leopards that 
are plenty there, living principally on 
monkeys, and the snakes also catch them 
when they can, but usually the monkey is 
cleverer than the snake. 
They sometimes 
gather in big bands and club them to death. 
By this time we were so hot and tired 
that we coucluded to let the monkeys rest, 
although we could hear them chattering 
and jum ping not so very far ahead of us, 
so we turned back to ou»- horses with our 
coolies carrying our trophy. 
The Malays 
made a cage very quickly,’cutting lengths 
of bamboo and notching them together, 
into which they put the snake, and swing­ 
ing it on two poles marched off with it on 
their shoulders. 
There were plenty of 
jungle fowl, the parent of our domestic 
hen. 
It looks exactly like a game cock, 
aud is equally pugnacious. 
T he natives 
when they catch a cock put him down 
when near th e jungle in a case w ith a 
swinging door, a n d ’when he crows the 
wild ones come out to fight, and jum ping 
against the door th at only swings one wav, 
get caught. 
A great many are captured in 
this way. 
They are very shy, strong fly­ 
ers and fast runners. 
There are ais»

J . J . M urphy H eld for th e M urder 
R yan —H is C onfession. 


B e n i c i a . March 1st.—The examination 
of J - J- M urphy on the charge cf m urder­ 
ing Patrick Ryan, on tbe night of February 
14th, was held before Justice Frasier to-day, 
District Attorney Dobbins appearing for 
the people. 
M urphv when informed of his legal rights 
said nothing and made no attem pt to de­ 
fend himseif. 
After the testimony of M urphy’s sisters 
and others had been given, W. D. Hvde 
deputy Sheriff and Jailer, took the stand 
and testified tHat in the presence of him ­ 
self and D. Fitzpatrick, at Fairfield, Jack 
M urphy confessed his crime as follows, 
and also signed what they had written, to 
that effect: 
TH E CONFESSION. 
“ On the night of the m urder I left 
Officers Stoddard and McDonell at First 
aud I) streets and went to my sister's resi­ 
dence to sleep. 
Found that I was locked 
out and felt bad about i t ; started down 
street for a drink and when near the ware­ 
house thought of robbing Ryan and clear­ 
ing out. 
W ent to the door and called Rvan 
and said I wanted adrink, Ryan growled at 
the late hour, but started to draw the beer, 
lie turned towards me with a glass in his 
le ltj' band. 
I 
went around him and 
got 
what 
I 
thought 
was 
a bung 
starter 
and 
struck 
him 
over 
the 
head. H e fell to his knees, aud grabbing 
me by the left hand. I struck several more 
blows, and as Ryan would not let go, 
reached into my pocket, took out my 
knife, opened it and cut his throat. 
He 
then let go of me and I went out. 
Saw 
two men coming up the street, and I 
started off; saw one stop at Iivan’s, go in 
and come out. As I ran a shot was fired 
at tue. 
I rati around on D street and w rnt 
into my sister's barn; got in front of the 
horse in the manger, rem aining some time; 
heard the door-bell ring and Malone call. 
Being afraid of discovery, got over the 
fence into Pendergast’s yard, washed my 
hands, lit a cigarette aud stayed there some 
time, until I beard the crowd coming into 
the lum ber yard. Got back into m y sis­ 
ter's yard and got into the buggy and'w ent 
to sleep, until i-.wakeDed by m y'sister, who 
took me into the house. The knife 1 
I dropped in tbe yard.” 
! 
Judge Frasier held M urphy to answer 
' before the Superior Court, w ithout bail, to 
i the crime of murder. H e seems to be filled 
I with remorse for the deed, and has written 
1 and signed a full confession, which is iu 
the possession of the District Attorney. 
The evidence is strong enough to con­ 
vict him without the confession.

THE STREETS OF THE WORLD’S 
COMMERCIAL METROPOLIS. 


A Newsy b etter from a W ell-known 
C alifornian. W hile Sojourn­ 
ing in E ngland.

.Lond o n, F eb ru ary 1, 1889. 
If I were suddenly asked to tell what 
was the chief characteristic of London, I 
should probably answer—mud, but were I 
given time to think, I should sav it was 
the number of healthy-looking housemaids 
in neat caps and cotton gowns, who, whether 
with basket on arm are out purchasing the 
food for the house or busy at washing win­ 
dows, can still spare time to give a glance 
at the passing policeman. The mud of 
London streets is by no means quiescent; 
it does not wait to be touched before as­ 
saulting you, but comes for you in the se­ 
curest retreat. Passing along any of the 
thoroughfares, even for a short distanee) 
one is sure to be spattered in a most appal- 
ing manner from head to foot. 
^.cross the sidewalk, over railings, up to 
the doors of the houses, the filth is 
squirted from between the pavement and 
the wheels of the passing vehicle. There 
are few, if any, flagstones put down for 
crossing the streets and the result is of 
course that the pedestrian must 


PICK HIS WAY THROUGH A LIQUID 
Of the consistency of pease soup, and 
though he start with care to save the. pol­ 
ish of his hoots, he soon forgets all but the 
necessity of looking out that he may save 
his life from the crowd of hansoms and 
omnibuses which rush along regardless of 
everyone. 
There are often in the midst of open 
places or in the middle of broad streets, 
raised stands, called “refuges,” where one 
may stand waiting his chance to rush 
across t'ie remaining half of the road; al­ 
though one’s person is comparatively safe 
while on a “refuge” his clothing grows 
every minute nearer the color of the mire, 
and 1 shudder to think of the state of a 
we'l-dressed man after an hour’s wait in 
this asylum. 
Street-crossing sweeps of 
course find employment, and one is happy 
in giving them a penny, not for their work 
but in simple charity, and often their 
boots are in 


NO WORSE CONDITION THAN YOUR OWN. 
London streets in winter and during 
rains are simply disgraceful; the pave­ 
ments are perfect, but the mire which is 
tmread over them would cause even a San 
Franciscan to blush. The gentle, satisfied 
smile with which a Ixtndoner receives 
your remarks about his dirty streets is 
even more temper-provoking than a hoof­ 
ful of mire on your best hat. 
“Why, we 
think nothing of it,” or “It’s always' like 
liiat in Iondon,” are his answers, thinking 
that because it is always so in London it 
needs must be all right. The falling of 
horses is an event of painful frequency 
and_ seems to be one that ought to he 
avoided, and could at least be made less 
common if a little care were exercised, but 
the smooth, slippery pavement as it now 
is gives little hold to the fast driven horse. 
Troughs for animals to drink from are 
often seen and show a kindliness wh>ch 
might well be carried out in other lines, 
and probably will I»e when the people learn 
that the customs of Ixmdon are not neces­ 
sarily perfect customs per se. 
As the 
streets now are spread with mud, so is 
everything perpendicular 


COVERED WITH GRIME AND SMOKE. 
One cannot touch anything indoors or 
out whicli does not leave a mark upon the 
hands, and wash as often as he will they 
are as uncleanable as those little ones of 
Lady Macbeth. The densest fog of many 
years has just gone, and now the London­ 
ers are basking in a sunshine which, to my 
California senses, seems of the strength of 
very weak moonlight. The dense fog of 
New Year’s eve this year was a black fog 
(yellow or orange color is the more usual), 
and enveloped the whole place in a dark­ 
ness that was painful to the eyes, even at 
noontime; the houses were filled with it, 
and although my room was lighted with 
gas, I was unable to read, while articles in 
the far corners were quite indistinguish­ 
able. 
My face was streaked with black 
and my nostrils filled with this sooty com­ 
pound of poisonous exhalations from the 
marshes and the coal smoke from th e 
million chimneys. 
W ith a friend who 
knows Ixmdon thoroughly, I 


TRIED TO FIND MY WAY ABOUT, 
But it was simply impossible to do any­ 
thing hut wander along like a blind man 
feeling the way with a walking-stick. The 
one advantage was that the cabmen did not 
drive with their usual speed, but in cross­ 
ins streets took their horses by the heads 
and plodded along with a lantern. The 
link-boy was there also, with torch of 
modern make, or classical pine splints, 
such :is were used in the days of “ Eva- 
lina,” hut the light was of very little use. 
The sound of voices came through the fog, 
tlie speakers being a few feet from you, but 
invisible; then suddenly you would run 
against someone, who would begone before 
you knew where tc look to 6av the “ Par- 
jdon me.” 
This dense fog is 
'IltS FRIENDLY CLQAK OF THIEVES 
And ruffians, who can commit a robbery 
a few yards from the 
policeman, who 
is (Kiweriess to find the scene of action 
until too late, though he may hear the 
•cries 
and 
scuflling. 
Traffic virtually 
•ceases, the underground road only being 
le to carry its passengers, and even into 
t 
t darkness the fog will penetrate and 
render the usual s|>eed ini|>ossible. 
In 
walking, the tendency to go in a circle is 
noticable, as it is in a dense forest, and 
were not the London streets the crooked- 
est ways in the world, one would lie sure 
to bring up where be started from. 
On a 
clear day, however, seated upon the dizzy 
height of a bus. the visitor will forgive 
London all her awful faults and love her 
with the ardor of one of her own children. 
T he ¡lavements then show how good they 
are and how much pleasanter it is to 
spatter mini than to lie spattered.

seems to 


FLOAT ALOMO As IN A BOAT, 
No jolting at ali; indeed it is hard to be­ 
lieve tin t you are on wheels. 
1 have yet 
to meet an unpleasant driver; the old 
law- of the road seem to have kept their 
jiower, and the driver of a bus feels that 
he is in a ¡dace of trust, and knows that 
attention from him is worth having. 
I 
never tire of those drives, with all their 
cver-ih:ingi"g views of palaces, shops, 
green parks and poverty stricken neigh­ 
borhoods. 
Here and there, in and out, I 
float past hansoms (which are cabs with 
two wheels, in which the driver sits upon 
si little seat perched up liehind), four­ 
wheeled cats called “growlers,” a name 
derived from the manner in which those 
who drive them receive their fares, carts 
of all shapes and sizes, from those drawn 
by enormous Flanders horses to 


DIMINUTIVE DONKEY AND PONY CARTS, 
Scarcely higher than the wheels of an or­ 
dinary vehicle. Then there are hi, tri and 
quadricycles used in delivering milk and 
small parcels. Street cars or trams art 
not seen except in the suburbs, and all of 
them, as the omnibuses, have scats on the 
roof. Often a coach and four will whirl 
bv you, the guard blowing his long horn 
in the most enthusing manner. The pri­ 
vate carriages are usually very neat, and 
■seldom are without a footman, so that such 
a street as Picadilly or Old Bond street of 
an afternoon is a sight which impresses 
•one with the great wealth which can keep 
these expensive equipages. Turn or keep 
to the left, is the notice one sees on all the 
posts, and this is a difficulty to which one 
educated upon the right hand idea finds it 
hard to accustom himself. 


CHIMNEY POT HATS ARE UNIVERSAL, 
And like the umbrella in “John Bull et 
Son Isle,” are signs of respectability, good 
breeding, etc., and assure you that the 
owner is beyond oil doubt a gentleman. 
There is no sign in Ixmdon of what we 
call “dude” in America. All men who 
“dress,” dress well, and the only foible I 
.can detect is the turning up of the trous­ 
ers when there is no mud to excuse it. 


One thing had struck me forcibly and 
given me great pleasure, *tnd that is the 
absence of profanity on the streets. In 
Whitechapel and the lower parts of Lon­ 
don, I have certainly heard language not 
calculated to please ears polite, but I have 
yet to hear the name of God taken in vain 
as it is continually with us. This has sur­ 
prised me, for I had looked for the reverse. 
Sarcasm seems to be the resort by which 
the angry cabman or laborer lets off his 
indignation, and to these street alterca­ 
tions it is most amusing to listen. 


WINDOW GARDENS ABOUND, 
And street venders of flowers are every­ 
where, showing that a wholesome love of 
nature still survives among these millions 
of people, imprisoned as they are in their 
grimy, gloomy city. 
Fruits of all kinds 
are to be had at low prices, and hunches of 
grapes which rival ours at home—larger 
than any I have ever seen— are to be had, 
but of course one must pay well for such 
luxuries. 
W ith all the poverty in London, and all 
that is said about the lack of labor, it is 
pleasant to know that three times during 
this month of January meetings of the 
unemployed (called together by profes­ 
sional agitators) have failed and been 
postponed, because there was no unem­ 
ployed to attend them. 


A PENNY GOES A GREAT WAY 
In London. 
Indeed, the poor man of the 
East End can supply his wants with pen­ 
nies as a basis, while the rich man of the 
West End must calculate upon pounds to 
obtain the same, thus at the same time 
Ixmdon is the dearest and the cheapest 
city in the world, save St. Petersburg. 
A 
penny given to a poor person is enough to 
keep him from starvation, and so small a 
gift will do you uo harm even though 
your purse is not well filled. 
The police deserve a word of praise from

Vegetarian restaurants also abound, 
and it is surprising how complete a menu 
they can furnish you, and how difficult it is 
to make your bill reach;

Bootblacks wear a red coat and cap, and 
belong to some charitable society, which 
provides them with better employment 
when the chance oilers. 
Blue-eoat bovs 
are seen often, and attract the eye by 
their odd dress—a long blue coat with 
very full skirts, a clerical-looking white 
tie at the throat, yellow stockings and low 
shoes, and to crown all, no hat. Soldiers 
in the many brilliant uniforms, and now 
and then a stray Highland costume is 
seen, or a German band, an Italian harper, 
or an American advertiser of patent medi­ 
cine catches tlie eye for a moment. 
The streets of Ixmdou are still lighted 
l>7 gas, and it is seldom that an electric 
light is seen in private buildings: this 
may be behind the times, but is agreat 
rest to the eyes, and seems to suit the 
whole tone of the city better. Hardly a 
street bears one name for its whole length, 
and the use of the same name with street, 
gardens or roads attached to it, 


GIVES RISE TO MUCH CONFUSION, 
As Kadclifl' street, Radtliff gardens or 
Radciiff road might he miles away from 
each other. The names are not ’ easily 
found and are never in uniform places. 
To save time there is nothing in the way 
of locomotion as successful as the under­ 
ground railway, which completes the cir­ 
cuit of the metropolis, having stations at 
convenient distances, but to have one of 
these roads pass under your house is to 
have one long earthquake and sleepless 
nights until you become used to the noise. 
When walking along the Strand, Fleet or 
Holbom, or in fact any of the thronged 
thoroughfares, if you pass under some arch 
or down some narrow pathway you will 
find yourself in a quiet court or church­ 
yard, the graves of which have been lev­ 
eled and converted into a garden, while 
the stones are preserved against the wall. 
These quiet retreats form one of the great­ 
est charms of the city, and the benches are 
sure to have occupants, and children aré 
always playing about 


THE STREETS ON SUNDAY 
Are deserted except at the hour after 
services; scarcely a person is met, and no­ 
where can you escape from the awful still­ 
ness. The English Sunday is a day of 
gloom, and were it not for the many 
churches which can be visited the day 
would lie unbearable to the stranger.

M a s s a y a , February 12, 1889. 
One of the oldest and largest towns in 
Nicaragua is this, nestled close under the 
volcano of the same name, and boasting a 
population of 20,000. The moving cause 
of our coming was because we were told 
that here was to be found that rara a rig, a 
good hotel—“ the very best in Central 
America.” 
Let me tell you what they call a good 
hotel in this part of the world. 
The 
landlords have no idea of permitting one 
guest to selfishly monopolize a whole 
room to himself, or even parties of two or 
th ree; therefore the largest inn has but 
three or four sleeping apartments, around 
the walls of which single beds are ranged 
as in tlie wards of a hospital. 
Of course 
our party cannot consent to such a plan, 
and so we are all compelled to pay several 
prices, in order to buy up an entire room 
anil secure it from intrusion. 
The little iron bed-steads (all “ single ’’ 
ones) are bottomed with ox-hide, stretched 
tightly from end to end, upon which are 
thrown sheep-skins with the wool o d , or a 
mattress or pair of blankets—the result 
being a couch to which a good pine board 
would be downy by comparison. 
At the head of each bed is the skeleton 
of a table, painted black, upholding a tin 
basin filled with water, which is supposed 
to be all we will need during twenty-four 
hours, for ablution or any other purpose. 
The “chamber maid” is aiways a man—and 
a rather cross one, too, who cannot he bribed 
by a bit of ribbon, a fan or other feminine 
paraphernalia, to grant unusual indulg­ 
ences, as with the bonny hotel-maids of 
A ankee land— heaven bless them. 
Soap and towels there are none, but will 
generally be furnished (such as they are) 
by the payment of dos reales (25 cents) 
extra ; and if you are so unreasonably ex­ 
travagant as to desire any other illumina­ 
tion than that of Luna to go to bed by, 
you may buy a tallow dip stuck into an old 
bottle for a medio (six cents); or come pro­ 
vided, as the natives sometimes do, with 
a pocketful of castor-oil 
beans, which, 
strung on a stick and ignited, furnish a 
better light than many a civilized lamp. 
Not another article of furniture do we 
get for love or money—uot even a chair— 
unless you reckon in the inventory a ¡>ee 
or two stuck into the wall, upon which you 
are privileged to hang your clothes with­ 
out extra charge. 
For these accommoda­ 
tions you pay at the rate of a dollar a day 
pereapita, with ahnozar, or first breakfast 
thrown in—the latter consisting of a small 
(and generally dirty) mug of coffee or 
chocolate for each person, accompanied by 
a tiny loaf of unbuttered bread, which 
looks like a croquet ball, and is about as 
easily masticated. 
Dinner you must for­ 
age for elsewhere; but there is generally a 
fond Ha, or restaurant, attached to each 
hotel. 
One ceases to wonder that the use of 
water is limited at Massaya when he 
learns how the city supplies itself with 
that necessary liquid. There is not a 
spring or a well within a radius of many 
miles, and all the water used must come 
from 
Lake 
Massaya, 
which 
may be 
readied by two routes—by climbing down 
a precipice only half a mile from town, or 
by following a rough anil circuitous road 
for three or four miles. The cattle, mules 
and horses are, of course, driven around to 


up that desolate- height to a frightful 
death. 
Another ancient chronicler gravely tells 
us an absurd story about this mountain, as 
a matter of history. I transcribe it for 
you entire, with the quaint spelling of the 
author and his great prodigality of capital 
letters: 
“ Three Leagues from the City of Mas­ 
saya is a small hill, flat and round, called 
Massaya, being a burning Mountain, the 
Mouth of it being half a League in Com­ 
pass and the Depth within it being two 
hundred and fifty Fathoms. There are no 
Trees nor Grass, hut Birds build without 
any disturbance front the Fire. There is 
another Mouth, like that of a well, about 
a Bow-shot over, the distance of which 
from the Fire is about 150 Fathoms always 
boiling up, and that mass of Fire often 
rises and gives a great Light, so that it can 
be seen a considerable Distance. It moves 
from one Side to the other, and sometimes 
roars so loud that it is dreadful, yet never 
casts up anything but Smoak and Flame, 
The Liquor never ceasing at the Bottom 
nor its Boiling, imagining the same to be 
Gold Friar Blase de Ynusta, of the Order 
o! Saint Dominick, and two other Span­ 
iards, were let down into the first Mouth 
in two Baskets, with a Bucket made of one 
Rim of Iron, and a long Chain to draw up 
some of the fiery Matter and know whether 
it was metal. The Chain ran 150 Fathoms, 
and as soon as it came to the Fire the 
Bucket melted, with some Links of the 
Chain, in a very short Time, and there­ 
fore they could not know what was Below. 
They lay there that Night, without any 
want of Fire or Candles, and came out 
again in their Baskets, sufficiently fright­ 
ened.” 
Verily, their lust for gold would have 
led these crusading Spaniards, with the 
monks at their heels, into the depths of 
hades itself!

GREAT MERITS. 


Interesting and Instructive Compar­ 
ison s—Southern C alifornia am i 
the Sacram ento Vall«y. 


The following article by Sergeant James 
A. Barwick, Signal Cor¡>s Observer, Sacra­ 
mento, addressed to the Marysville Appeal, 
contains some comparisons and records 
which are of interest and value: 
The climate, etc., of both Yuba and Sut­ 
ter counties, as well as of all other portions 
of this great and prosperous State, have 
been written up so fully and frequently of 
late, that I find it rather hard to produce 
anything that will be new in the way of 
comparative 
meteorology. 
The mean 
monthly average temperature for the coun­ 
ties named above, as deduced from obser­ 
vations of the railroad company for a num­ 
ber of years at Marysville, and of Mr. 
Lumbard, of Wheatland, as well as the 
record of Alvah Peudleton, of Nicolaus, 
will be compared with Eastern points as 
obtained from the Chief Signal Officer’s 
annual report. 
By these comparisons we 
find the mean average temperature of 
Yuba and Sutter counties for December to 
be equivalent to spring in Philadelphia, 
the Atlantic coast of Virginia, Pittsburg, 
Pa., Columbus, O., Keokuk, la., and A ri­ 
zona ; also, Paris and Cannes, in France, 
and the same as December in Naples and 
Rome, in Italy. 
For January the mean average tempera­ 
ture is equivalent to spring in New York 
city, northern Ohio, central Iowa and 
southern Colorado. 
For February tlie mean average tem­ 
perature is equivalent to autumn in Bos­ 
ton, Mass, Albany, Bufialo and Oswego, 
N. Y., Detroit, Mich., Chicago, central 
Iowa, Omaha, Neb., southern Colorado 
and Cannes, France. 
The mean average winter tempera lures 
for Yuba and Sutter counties are equiva­ 
lent to April in Philadelphia, the Atlan­ 
tic coast of Virginia aud northern Ohio, 
central Iowa, Omaha, Neb., and Paris, 
France; and also equivalent to May in 
Rhode Island and the Upper Lake region 
and the eastern slope of tlie Rocky Moun­ 
tains north of Cheyenne, Wyoming Terri- 
torv. 
The average winter temperatures for 
Yuba and Sutter counties are higher than 


France. 
The average winter temperatures of the 
two counties above named, as compared 
with places in the southern portion of the 
United States, are tlie same as Montgom­ 
ery, Ala., Vicksburg, Miss., and warmer 
than the winters in North Carolina, Au­ 
gusta and Atlanta, Ga., Shrevesport, La., 
Little Rock, Ark., any portion of the Ten­ 
nessee and the greater portion of Texas 
and Arizona. 
The above shows plainly and conclusive­ 
ly what all Sacramento valley people 
know, and that is, our winters are equiva­ 
lent to spring in the Eastern States and as 
far south as Richmond, Va. 
in the comparisons of the mean tem­ 
perature by seasons with Marysville, Los 
ADgeles and Riverside the figures make 
the average winter temperature the same 
at Marysville as Riverside, 50°; Los An­ 
geles, 54°. 
Mean spring temperature: 
Riverside, 67°; Los Angeles, 58°; Marys­ 
ville, 03°. 
Mean summer temperature: 
Riverside, 74°; Los Angeles, 68°; Marys­ 
ville, 78°. Mean fall tem perature: River­ 
side, (¡6°; Los Angeles, 63°; Marysville, 
66°. 
The average winter and fall temperature 
is the same in Marysville as at Riverside, 
while the mean spring temperature is 
higher at Riverside by 4° than at Marys­ 
ville, but Marysville is 5° warmer during 
tlie spring than is Los Angeles. 
The average summer temperature, of 
course, is warmer in Sutter aud Yuba 
counties than in Los Angeles and River­ 
side, being 4° warmer than Riverside and 
10° warmer than Los Angeles. Notwith­ 
standing the great difference between the 
average summer temperature of Marys­ 
ville and Los Angeles, the latter place has 
as high a temperature (maximum) as 
Marysville. In fact, Los Angeles can boast 
of a maximum temperature of 99° and 
over, for every month from March to Oc­ 
tober, as the following figures will show, 
both being railroad maximum figures: 
Los Angeles—March, 10fi° ; April, 99°; 
May, 104°; June, 112°; July, 100°; Au­ 
gust, 106°; September, 106°; October, 100°. 
Marysville—March, 86°; April, 91°; 
May, 102°; June, 108°; July, 106°; Au­ 
gust, 106°; Septemlier, 107°; October, 98°. 
The lowest minimum temperatures from 
1874 to 1885, inclusive, for both places, by 
the railroad rejjorts, were 24° at Marys­ 
ville and 2S° at Los Angeles. 
The average number of clear days in 
winter at Los Angeles is 47, as against 3S 
in Marysville; spring, Los Angeles 35, 
Marysville 49; summer, Los Angeles 37, 
Marysville S5; fali, Ix>s Aisgeles 55, Marys­ 
ville 69. 
Oranges color here in the fall before 
they do at Los Angeles, because we have a 
warmer average temperature for autumn, 
and an average of 14 more clear, sun­ 
shiny days than does Los Angeles. 
It has been said by Los Angeles people 
that Sacramento has hotter nights during 
summer than they. The Chief Signal 
Officer’s annual report for 1887 gives the 
average (4 A. M.) temperature for nine 
years, and from that record the following 
comparisons with Sacramento are made:

The above compari-ons between Sacra­ 
mento and Los Angeles go to show that 
the highest Signal Service temperature 
ever recorded is 3° cooler at Sacramento 
than at Los Angeles, and the latter place 
has reached 100° in May and 102° in Octo­ 
ber, something the records do not show for 
Sacramento. The average summer tern- 
peratnre at 4 A. M. for Sacramento is 60°— 
exactly the same as at Los Angeles. The 
average summer temperature at 12 M. is 
81° at Sacramento ami 79° at Los Angeles. 
The average temperature at 7 p. jr. is 72° 
at Sacramento and 66° at Los Angeles. 
This is an excellent showing for the Capi­ 
tal city. Although the latter place is 
warmer during the evening, on an aver­ 
age, than Los Angeles, Sacramento is just 
as cool in the morning as is the southern 
metropolis. 
From these comparisons it is self-evident 
that the Sacramento valley, as judged by 
the records at Sacramento and those at Los 
Angeles, is as pleasant during the summer 
as the latter city. 
The average rainfall for Sutter and Yuba 
counties is 20 inches, which is somewhat 
above Los Angeles, and very much above 
Riverside and Colton. 
The average summer temperature at 
Colton is the same as Marysville (78°), 
while the average autumn temperature is 
1° less at Colton than at Marysville. The 
highest temperature ever recorded at Col­ 
ton was 116° and the lowest 20°, while at 
Marysville the highest temperature was 
108° and the lowest 20°—all railroad fig­ 
ures. 
This does not look as though the climate 
around Marysville is colder in winter and 
hotter in summer than that of the country 
around Coito i, and as the latter is within 
a few miles of Riverside, the comparisons 
should be somewhat similar, if a record 
for the same length of time could be ob­ 
tained from Riverside by railroad figures. 
I will close this article by giving the 
time of planting and maturing of staple 
products of Yuba and Sutter counties, viz: 


a mound raised some feet above the sur­ 
rounding level, with a long ridge-pole ex­ 
tending beyond the roof at either gable, 
its ends sometimes ornamented with sheik 
The hav-staek has a doorwav or two, 
with a mat suspended in it. 
Houses with 
greater pretensions, however, have the 
walls prettily latticed with reeds, and dis­ 
tinct from the roof, which is elaborately 
thatched, with great projecting eaves. 
In­ 
side, immense posts, usually of tern-wood 
(Afzelia bijuga), and a very ingenious frame­ 
work. support the roof. The interior dec­ 
orations of sinnet ¡cocoannt fiber), always 
in rectilinear patterns—for thev do not 
affect curves—are sometimes pre’ttv. 
The 
black, squared lintels of the doors‘are the 
stems of tree ferns. On a great shelf over­ 
head is stored the tamilv /nit, a convenient 
Fijian word to the Italian roba. 
Here it 
comprises their fishing-gear, huge rolls of 
tappa or native cloth, mats, immense potterv 
vessels and the like. The shelves were 
also handy in war time as a ¡joint of 
vantage whence yon could conveniently 
spear your neighbor as he entered, and lie- 
fore his eyes became used to the subdued 
light. 
The floor is strewn with mats, on 
which you recline, and is usual I v raised a 
foot or so toward one end, which enables 
you to take a graceful attitude, leaning on 
your elbow. Cooking is done in a little 
hut outside, or sometimes there is a great 
fireplace on the floor, confined by four logs, 
the smoke finding its way out through the 
lofty roof. 
As you enter the house you 
find the mats being swept, or fresh ones 
unrolled and laid down. A our traps are 
brought up from the boat, and, if this hap­ 
pens to have grounded half a mile from 
the shore, you have perhaps voursclf l>een 
carried to land by these willing giants. A 
few words are exchanged with the village 
chief or your host for the time being—far 
too few, to tuy mind, even for politeness. I 
am told they do not expect it.— Coutls Trot­ 
ter in the Popular Science Month! o f or March.

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OUR COFFEE 


THE DRINK WHICH CHEERS BUT 
NOT INTOXICATES. 


And Where the Supply Comes from 
—The United States the Great­ 
est Consumer. 


The United States is the greatest con­ 
sumer of coflee in the world. More is re­ 
quired for our consumption than for the 
consumption of all the inhabitants of 
Austro-Hungary, France, Germany and 
the United Kingdom combined. The to­ 
tal imports in 1887 were 526,109,170 
pounds, an average of over nine pounds of 
coflee per inhabitant Two countries of 
Europe, the Netherlands and Belgium, 
show a larger consumption per capita than 
this, the former of twenty pounds and the 
latter of ten pounds. This is explainable 
by the circumstance that the consumption 
here shown is more apparent than real, 
and the figures given do not really indicate 
the local consumption, but include imports 
of coflee in transit which are consumed in 
other countries. The largest coflee mark­ 
ets in Europe are situated in the countries 
mentioned. These and other facts regard­ 
ing coflee supply and consumption are 
presented in the October volume of Con­ 
sular Reports issued by the State Depart­ 
ment at Washington. 
The bulk of the coffee consumed in the 
United States is obtained from American 
sources. A little over 4 per cent, comes 
from the Dutch East Indies and the Neth­ 
erlands. Brazil is by far the most import­ 
ant single shipper of coffee to this country. 
The following table gives the aggregate 
quantity and values of the imports in the 
fiscal year 1887, and the countries from 
which exported:

Telautograph. 
Professor Elisha Gray seems to have 
nearly, if not quite, perfected his telauto­ 
graph or writing telegraph. Professor 
Gray’s device consists of two current inter­ 
rupters at the sending end and a pair of 
electromotors at the receiving end. The 
sender uses either pen or pencil, near the 
point of which are attached two threads 
running at right-angles to each other. 
These threads are kept at an even tension 
automatically, and each one passes to a 
current interrupter set into the telegraphic 
circuit. When the pen moves to the right 
the current is broken a great number of 
times for a small movement. When it 
moves to the left the current is reversed, 
and is similarly interrupted. The same 
arrangement prevails on the movement of 
the pen up and down. The writer can 
write or sketch as rapidly and freely as if

Brazil sends us 69 per cent, of the total 
quantity imported. That country and 
Venezuela sends us over four-fifths of the 
total quantity. In 1883 93 per cent, of 
our imports were derived from American 
sources. The eleven countries above given 
sent us over 97 per cent, of our total im­ 
ports. Little change is to be noted in the 
coffee imports into this country over a pe­ 
riod of ten years as regards countries fur­ 
nishing it. In 1878 93 per cent, of the 
coflee imported came from American coun­ 
tries, or about the same proportion as in 
1887. In 1883 88 per cent, of our total 
coffee import came from American sources. 
Hayti and Venezuela send us less coffee 
proportionately than in 1878. Brazil1 be­ 
sides being the largest exporter of coflee 
to the United States, is also the heaviest 
coffee-producing country, growing as it 
does an annual ciop about half that of the 
total world’s production, (1,430,000,000 
pounds). The exj orts in 1885 (fiscal year) 
were in excess of this average, they aggre­ 
gating 748,694,160 pounds. In 1884-85 
coflee represented over two-thirds of the 
total value of the exports from Brazil. 
Much uncertainty exists as to the size 
and area of the coffee production of Brazil. 
The largest producing sections are the 
Provinces of Rio de .Janeiro, Sao Paulo, 
Menas Geraes, Pernambuco, Para, Bahia 
and Rio Grande do Sul. Of these the pro­ 
duction seems to be steadily increasing in 
Para and Sao Paulo, and to be either 
stationary or steadily declining in the re­ 
mainder. There is plenty of room for the 
extension of the culture. Improved trans- 
l>ortation facilities are constantly opening 
up new districts. The Province of Sao 
Paulo (Santos the chief port) appears to 
i-be the best adanted to the culture, as sta­ 
tistics of production in the past note a 
larger increase in area and yield than in 
any other province. 
The taxation of 
coffee by means of an export duty brings 
in a large revenue. 
The history of this 
taxation is an interesting one, hut space 
forbids details. Efforts to reduce the ex­ 
port tax have not been very successful, but 
some progress has been made. The export 
taxes levied are of two kinds. The im­ 
perial tax is now 7 per cent, (reduced to 
this from 9 per cent, in 1882). There are 
in addition duties levied by the various 
provinces ranging from 4 per cent, in Rio 
de Janeiro and Santos to 7 per cent, in 
Bahia and Ceara. 
Venezuela is, next to Brazil, the largest 
exporter of coffee to the American mar­ 
kets. The room for the extension of this 
industry is very large, but it is hampered 
by the small quantity of labor available. 
Caracas and Valencia are the centers of 
the coffee-growing industry, while Mara­ 
caibo, Laguayra and Puerto Cabello are 
the chief ports. 
Guatemala, Mexico and the United 
States of Columbia are of about equal im- 
jiortance as regards their shipments to the 
United States, but Guatemala coffee ranks 
highest in price. Most of this coflee is 
sent to Eurojie. The coffee of Mexico is 
grown chiefly in the State of Vera Cruz, 
from the port of which the bulk of the 
crop is sent to the United States. The 
want of capital and labor in sufficient 
quantities is said to be the only bar to the 
almost unlimited extension of the Mexi­ 
can coffee-growing industry. The coffee 
crop of Costa Kico, chiefly exported from 
Punta Arenas, bears no export duty, the 2s 
duty formerly levied being removed in 
1882. Moat of it is sent to England. Of 
the West Indies, Hayti sends the largest 
quantity to the United States, 5,745,198 
|squids in 1887, against 16,023,221 jiounds 
in 1886. Haytian coffee exports to this 
country reached their height in 1881, 
when 31,908,074 pounds were sent. The 
British West Indies in 1887 sent 4.551,959 
pounds, against 2^17,248 pounds in 1886. 
Exports from other islands were of insig­ 
nificant proportions in 1887. Hayti levies 
a very heavy export duty on coffee, £3 per 
100 pound- lieing the rate. This duty, 
added to the low price ruling, accounts 
for the decline noted in 1887 from previ­ 
ous years. In nearly all the countries 
and islands mentioned the room for further 
extension is large. Progre-s is ham|>cred 
in many cases by one or more causes, such 
as want of labor, improved machinery for 
cleaning and preparing the product, and 
high export duties.—Brad.-Urect. 


he had no telegraphic attachment. At 
the receiving end there are two electro­ 
magnets fitted with rods set at right- 
angles to each other, so pivoted as to give 
any motion desired to the pen which they 
carry at their intersection. When a series 
of breaks in the current is caused by a 
motion of the sending pen to the right, 
the magnet draws the magnet rod a'so to 
the right. Similarly upward motion is 
given by the vertical rod. Left-handed 
or downward strokes of the sending pen 
are reproduced by the receiving pen in the 
same manner. Consequently every mo­ 
tion made on the paper at one end of the 
wire is copied at the other end. When 
the pen is taken oft'or anew line is begun, 
an automatic device operates with the 
same result on the receiving pen.—Engin­ 
eering Journal. 
T in True A lm s o f Science Teaching. 
Li i tie children came to me with un­ 
trained eyes, hands, and brains; this I ex­ 
pected, and therefore was not surprised; 
but boys and girls from 15 to 20 years of 
age came in a worse condition, and this 
was unexpected. Not only were their 
eyes and hands untrained, but their brains 
were in a pathological condition which 
rendered independent thinking impossible. 
The number of my pupils increasing, and 
their ages ranging, as I have said, from 
5 to 20 years, I had an excellent oppor­ 
tunity for comparing the quality of work 
done by older and younger pupils, also by 
pupils whose perceptive faculties had been 
trained in early life, and those who had 
not received this training. The inferences 
I was forced to draw from these compari­ 
sons set me thinking seriously. The inac­ 
curacy of the observational and manual 
work done by older pupils, the indefinite­ 
ness of expression, the lack of system, and 
the inability to do comparative and infer­ 
ential work, were so many revelations of 
the true aims of science teaching. The 
absolute necessity for accuracy in every 
study and every department of work made 
accuracy the first object to be attained in 
every science lesson; the vagueness of the 
oral and written statement made clear, 
concise expression the second object. The 
want of method emphasized the need of a 
simple, orderly grouping of the observa­ 
tions, while the painful and fruitless at­ 
tempts to make comparisons and draw in­ 
ferences showed the necessity of culti rat­ 
ing the power of generalizing from specific 
facts.—./. M. Arms, in the Popular Science. 
Home Fam ous Old M aids. 
Look at the list. Elizabeth of England, 
one of the most illustrious of modern 
sovereigns. Her rule over Great Britain 
certainly comprised the most brilliant 
literary age of the English-speaking peo­ 
ple. Her political acumen was put to as 
severe tests as that of any other ruler the 
world ever saw. Maria Edgeworth was an 
old maid. It was this woman’s writings 
that first suggested the thought of writing 
similarly to Sir Walter Scott. Her brain 
might well be called the mother of the 
Waverly Novels. Jane Porter lived and 
died an old maid. The children of her 
busy brain were “ Thaddeus of Warsaw” 
and 11 The Scottish Chiefs,” which have 
moved the hearts of millions with excite­ 
ment and tears.

Casting P late U lan . 
The c«8ting tables, the most important 
piece of apparatus in a plate-glass works, 
are nineteen feet long, fourteen feet wide 
and seven inches thick. Each is provided 
with an iron roller thirty inches in diam­ 
eter and fifteen leet long. Strips of iron 
on each side of the table afford a bearing 
for the rollers and determine the thickness 
of the plate of glass to he cast. The 
ivugh plate is commonly nine-sixteenths 
of an inch in thickness; after polishing, it 
is reduced to six or seven-sixteenths. The 
casting tables are mounted on wheels and 
run on a track that reaches every furnace 
and annealing oven in the building. The 
tahle having been wheeled as near as pos­ 
sible to the melting furnace, the |>ot of 
molten glass is lifted by means of a crane, 
and its contents quickly poured on the 
table. The heavy iron roller is then 
passed from end to end, spreading the glass 
into a layer of uniform thickness. The 
whole operation of casting scarcely 
occupies more time toan it takes to de­ 
scribe it Each movement is made with 
almost nervous rapidity. Few industries 
offer such fine scenic display as the pour­ 
ing of the molten glass. One feels like 
crying Encard it is so very brilliant. 
In contact with the cold metal ot the 
table the glass cools rapidly. As soon as 
possible the door of the annealing oven is 
opened, and the plate of glass introduced. 
The floor of the oven is on the same level 
as the casting table, so that the transfer 
. sji be conveniently and quickly made, 
d'hen, after several days, the glass is 
taken ont of the oven, its surface is found 
to be decidedly rough and uneven. 
A 
small quantity is used in this condition 
for sky-lights and other purposes where 
strength is required without transparency. 


Domestic Animals ot Ancient Peruvians. 
Herr Nehring, speaking of the domestic 
animals of the ancient Peruvians, observed 
that the subject was scientifically imjwrt- 
ant, because all the other jieoples of an­ 
cient America were verv poor in this kind 
of property as compared with the Peruvi­ 
ans and Bolivians and some of the Central 
American peoples; and, secondly, because 
the inffnetice of domestication on the for­ 
mation of races could be lietter followed 
on these animals than on those of the Old 
World. We arc concerned in Peru espec­ 
ially with the dog, llama, alpaca and 
guinea-pig. The speaker bad examined 
eighteen dog-mummies from ancient Peru­ 
vian graves, and had determined that they 
belonged to three different races—a shep­ 
herd’s «log, a dachshund anti a bull-dog or 
pug. He Itelieved that the “Inca-dog” 
was derived, not from other .South Ameri­ 
can Cánido-, but from the Mexican wolf 
(Lupus orddentatis), perhaps through the 
feebler Texau variety, and that several 
races had been forme»! from it in Peru 
through domestication. 
In this Herr 
Nehring dissents from and contradicts Von 
Tschudi’s opinion that the varieties had 
arisen from crossings with European dogs. 
As the dog, and likewise the llama and 
alpaca, are undoubtedly of America, so, 
also, in the speaker’s opinion, is the guinea- 
pig, notwithstanding B. Hensel and other 
authors believe it was introduced from Eu­ 
rope.—Popular Science Monthly. 
I.If,- t nil-r Pressure. 
Animals at the sea bottom are subject 
to enormous pressure. At l',000 fathoms 
it is estimated to lie one ton j>er square 
inch. But marine animals whose bodies 
are permeated by fluids, readily adapt 
themselves to these immense pressures. 
Fishes and mollusks suffer most from sud­ 
den removal from them. The latter come 
up in a tlredge with swim-bladder protrud­ 
ing from the mouth, eyes forced out of 
J their sockets and scales fallen off the body. 
' It is thought that light jienetrates only to 
a depth ot 200 fathoms, but many deep-sea 
animals are phosphorescent. Some have 
thought they were able to slightly illumin­ 
ate the dark depths. It is true that many 
of them have eyes constructed like those 
of their allies on land or at the surface. 
I sually, however, their eyes are larger, as 
if to collect more light.—Microscopical 
Journal. 
D rilling a Gas W ell 
The cost of drilling a gas well is usually 
from $3,500 to $6,000. The weight of the 
drills with the attached “jars” is 3,000 to 
4,000 pounds. These rise and fall four to 
five feet, and are constantly rotated, so as 
to bring the bit into contact with the en­ 
tire circumference of the drilling. For a 
depth of 500 feet the hole is bored eight 
inches in diameter and is cased with 5| 
piping. Beyond this depth the hole is 
continued with a diameter of six inches 
until gas shall be reached or the well 
abandoned. A casing of four-inch pi|>e is 
used for this lower portion. Under or­ 
dinary circumstances about fifty days is 
required for the drilling.—Chicago Tunes.

AN INTERESTING CITY OF THE 
CELESTIAL EXPIRE. 


Carious 
Architectural 
Features- 
Religions Services—Peculiar 
Business Methods. 


One of the many interesting places of 
that distant and comparatively unknown 
land—China—is the old walled City of 
Ningpo. It is on the Niugpo river, near 
its mouth, in Chusau harbor, with an esti­ 
mated population of nearly 1.000,000. 
When approaching Ningpo by vessel sev­ 
eral hundred buildings, with high thatched 
roofs, are among the prominent objects to 
first catch the eye. These are ice-houses, 
in which ice is stored daring the winter 
for preserving fish in hot weather. As the 
cold is not severe, it is seldom the ice ex- 
exceeds one-half an inch in thickness, 
making the filling of the buildings a labori­ 
ous job. Another conspicuous structure is 
the great pagoda that rears 160 feet 
high. It was built over 1,000 years ago. 
From the top a superb view of the city 
and surrounding country is ha«l. For 
miles in one direction along the line of 
the river are tens of thousands of little 
hillocks that mark old graves. On everv 
side the land is flat, but the outlines of blue 
hills show in the horizon. Rivaling the 
pagoda as an attraction to strangers is the 
Temple of the City Defenders, where the 
city authorities have religious festivities at 
stated times. The subjects of adoration 
are huge idols. There are numerous altars 
covered with bronze vessels, incense burn­ 
ers, candles and queerly-carved mythologi­ 
cal stone animals, and a furnace in which 
is burned daily all the refuse paper found 
on the streets. Everything is grimy with 
age and dirt, that seems a vitally import­ 
ant adjunct to Chinese temples. The burn­ 
ing of paper is an act of worship, the car­ 
rying of a basket to pick up stray frag­ 
ments being regarded highly praiseworthy. 
To make a journey about Ningpo "is 
pretty certain to prove bewildering to any­ 
one not familiar with Celestial manners 
and customs. The narrow streets are 
thronged with a picturesque mass of men, 
women and children of all classes and con­ 
ditions. The shops are narrow and are 
open to the thoroughfare, with all kinds 
of signs liancing from the edge of the roof 
and sides. Every artisan carries on his 
work in plain sight of the passer, making 
a combination of show-room and shop. In 
the open street various occupations are 
also prosecuted. Cakes are baked and 
soups stewed in movable ovens, barbers 
shave customers in the open air and doc­ 
tors examine patients. One street is de­ 
voted entirely to the sale of carved wood 
furniture. Ningpo is famous for its carv­ 
ings in ivory and wood, and some of the 
productions in that line are exquisite. 
The wall about the city is old and gray, 
but it offers one of the best of promenades, 
being little fre«iuented by native Chinese, 
who see no pleasure in an idle saunter. 
Inside the wall is considerable waste 
ground that is overgrown with flowers, 
making it as verdant and fragrant as an 
English lane. But the fragrance does not 
altogether cover the disgusting odor of 
decaying flesh that arises from time to 
time. At one spot are the Baby towers, 
in which the bodies of the youngest babies, 
that it is maintained have no souls, are 
placed. The towers are square and tall. 
About twelve feet from the ground are 
windows, through which the bodies are 
thrown. 
Filial reverence is strongly developed in 
China, but it does not seem to spring from 
any love or respect for the living parents, 
but out of fear for the dead. It is an 
article of faith, common to all sects, that 
has existed since Confucius, that the 
dead have power to avenge any slight put 
upon them when in life. 
The belief 
makes the living slaves of the departed. 
The whole religious system is permeated 
with superstition. 
There are gods of 
everything, even to time and its divis­ 
ion of years, months, weeks and days. In 
one temple is a chamber or horrors, in 
which the penalties for sin are represented 
by dolls supposed to be human beings 
undergoing torture at the hands of devils. 
Presiding over the scene is a large re­ 
pulsive figure in white. Blood runs from 
the eyes and nose, and the idea is that it 
is waiting to appropriate the souls of those 
dying in sin. 
Outside the city wall at the west are 
groups of curious structures erected to the 
memory of virgins whose lovers died be­ 
fore marriage and to whom they remain 
constant. 
They are called arches, and 
many widows also have them in com­ 
memoration of their estimable qualities. 
At a distance lieyond there is a large 
monastery with a fine temple, in which are 
the three gods of the pure. These are im­ 
mense images of gilt, with gold canopies 
hack of them. Each figure is 40 feet high. 
On each side of the temple is a row of gilt 
images of the disciples. When there is a 
service the exercises begin soon after day­ 
break. The priests wear gray or yellow 
under robes with mantles made of small 
bits of crimson silk sewed together in 
crazy-quilt style. After grace they have 
a repast of rice and vegetables. Among 
the monks are usually some who 
have shaved their heads and donned 
yellow garments simply to escape the law. 
For the convenience of persons coming 
from a distance, and who were able to 
pay for the accommodations, there were 
rooms furnished for lodging with board to 
be found in an annex. Some of the fam­ 
ilies coming to have special services for 
dead ancestors stay a week and pay $60 a 
day for rooms, with meals one-half as 
much more. 
Heavy, indeed, are the 
expenses the dead impose on those who 
live after them. The funeral alone costs 
a considerable sum. The body has new 
and fine clothing, that worn in life being 
burned. A splendid coffin is likewise an 
essential, and the priests are paid gener­ 
ously for services at the house, and for 
learning through the gods a lucky day for 
burial. There is no end hardly to the 
succeeding outlay for services to prevent 
the return of spirits and to protect the 
living, as well as to insure the dead from 
torture in purgatory. It is not infrequent 
that a family is impoverished and incurs 
indebtedness it will take a lifetime to 
meet. It is estimated by American resi­ 
dents that fully $30,000,000 are spent 
every year in public festivals to the dead, 
and even more in individual services to 
quiet the spirits.—St. Louis Globc-llemo- 
crat. 
LIFE IN AZTEC LAND. 
A Savannah M an Telia W hat H e Saw In 
M exico. 
John R. Dillon, who went to Mexico as 
a conductor on the Mexican National— 
Captain W. G. Raoul's road—has returned 
to Savannah, and is back on the Savannah, 
Florida and Western Railway again. His 
description of the country and the habits 
and customs of the natives of Mexico is 
highly interesting. “ When you cross the 
borders of Mexico,” he said, “ the Cus­ 
toms officials examine all of your baggage, 
but they are not so officious as in some 
other countries. They allow yon to take 
anything of a personal nature that you 
want, and no restrictions are placed upon 
the amount you carry. After passing into 
Mexico, everything is Mexican except the 
railroads and the railroad eating houses. 
The railroads have three classes ol cars, iu 
which the fare is 3 cents, 2 cents and 1J 
cents a kilometer, or five-eights of a mile. 
The third-«-lass cars have a seat running 
through the center and one on each side, 
similar to our street cars. The second- 
class cars correspond very well with our 
first-class cars, and the fi-st-class are as 
fine as any that are built." 
“How <i«>es the cost of living in Mexico 
compare with the price in this country?” 
“It don’t cost a great deal to live there. 
Fare is comparatively cheap. The eating 
houses charge $1 per meal in Mexican 
money, for which the banks on the border 
allow 73 cents in American moDey. At 
almost any hotel outside of the City of 
Mexico you are charged not more than 18 
cents for breakfast, about 50 cents for din­ 
ner and 371 cents for supper. Beds cost 
50 cents. There is no such thing there as 
a private boarding house.” 


“Are many Americans finding employ­ 
ment in Mexico?” 
“On Captain Raoul’s road there are 
many Georgians and some Savannah men. 
Nearly all the officers are old Central , 
Railroad men.” 
In speaking of the characters and cus- j 
toms of the natives Mr. Dillon said that 1 
the Mexicans are very polite and genteel 
people. “The girls are very pretty and 
sweet looking,” he said, “and have pretty, 
winsome ways. They mature very early, 
and are often mothers at 12 or 13 years 
old. The law allows early marriages. 
The average Mexiian is of small stature 
and very few wear a beard. As a rule they 
are dark complexioned, although some of 
them are very light. They are very 
shrewd traders and make splendid mer­ 
chants. There are very few Jews in 
Alexico, but many Germans.” 
In alluding to the products of the coun­ 
try, and the manner and cost of living, 
Mr. Dillon said : 11 The products of Alexico 
are very cheap, but such things as are im­ 
ported are very dear. Hams are $1 per 
pound, butter 75c, lard 371c, etc. Fresh 
meats are 18c per pound, but vegetables are 
very cheap. House rent is also cheap, and 
one can live cheaply there if he desires. 
Stoves are not used. The cooking is done 
in earthen pots with charcoal.’’ 
Air. Dillon said that Americans find this 
way of cooking the hardest thing to be­ 
come accustomed to. Stoves, he said, that 
cost $10 here, cost $150 there. Wood is 
very dear, but there is little use for it, 
since it is never cold enough for fires, and, 
except in the low country, it is never very 
hot. Railroading is the principal occupa­ 
tion for Americans who go there, and they 
get very good wages. Conductors get from 
$125 to $150 per month, brakemen from 
$55 to $70, engineers from $155 to $180, 
and firemen get about $85 per month. It is 
all in Alexican money of course. 
“ Is there much sickness in Alexico?” 
“ The only drawback is the everlasting 
prevalence of small-pox. It is every­ 
where and everybody has it. I can speak 
from experience, when I say that it is the 
worst, most disagreeable, and vilest disease 
that one can be afflicted with. The houses 
are all built solid and have a little stjuare 
court-yard in the center. Very few of the 
houses are more than one story, and horses, 
cows and donkeys all enter the front door, 
and iive under the same roof. There are 
no frame houses except on the border, and 
those the railroads have built. The 
houses are built out of sand and straw, 
cal led 1 adobe. ’ |The roofs are flat and 
the floors are made of brick, as in most 
parts of Alexico trees which were large 
enough for lumber pur(>oses have been long 
since used. 
“The labor of the country is done by 
peons, a class between the Mexican and 
Indian. They receive for their services 
18 cents per day, out of which they feed 
ami clothe themselves. When a person 
dies unable to buy a coffin, which is very 
costly, one is rented in which to convey 
the remains to the grave, where the body 
is taken out and buried and the coffin re­ 
turned. In Mexico a person must be 
buried within twenty-four hours after he 
is dead. So if a stranger dies in that 
country he will be buried there. The 
cemeteries are all small, and after a person 
has been buried a certain length of time 
another grave is dug in the same spot and 
somebody else buried there. It is not un­ 
common to see the grave-digger dig up 
bonds, skulls and garments of the dead. 
“The religion of the country is Catholic, 
and the converts to Protestantism, Mr. 
Dillon says, are principally among the 
lower classes, as they have nothing to lose 
by becoming a Protestant. All the churches 
have good music and beautiful paintings. 
In one of the churches at San Luis Potosi 
I saw a picture of the “Lord’s Supper” 
which was one hundred feet long and 
twenty-five feet high, all the figures being 
life-size.”—Savannah News. 


MR. AND MRS. BOWSER. 


SOMETHING 
OF MATRIMONIAL- 
FINANCIAL FELICITIES. 


A Common Family Purse in Practice 
and in Theory, and What 
Came of It. 


BUENOS AYRES. 
A City of Great W ealth and Business in 
Lower South A m erica. 
Last July C.M. Sturtevant, of Cleveland, 
boarded the bark W. B. Flint, in New 
York Harbor, and fifty-six thereafter 
landed in Buenos Ayres, the capital of the 
Argentine Republic. The first six days 
passed very quickly and we liad a splendid 
voyage, except when we encountered a 
severe gale. We were kept sixteen days 
trying to enter the mouth of the La Plata 
River. 
“About 150 miles up the Rio de la Plata 
is Buenos Ayres, a handsome city of about 
500.000 inhabitants. We have an idea 
here that away down in South America it 
is almost uncivilized, but we are very 
much mistaken. The people there dress 
better than they do here and in about the 
same fashions, the city lias the best street 
car service in the world, and there are 
banks there with $20,000,000 to $30,000,­ 
000 capital. The city is laid out in regu­ 
lar blocks, the streets running north, south, 
east and west, and whenever a street car 
gets to a corner the conductor blows on a 
trumpet made from a cow’s horn. At first 
it is very funny to hear these horns tooting 
in all directions. The streets are so nar­ 
row—only 30 feet wide—that the conduc­ 
tor of a car can not see an approaching car 
on a cross street until he gets almost to 
the corner; so they keep up their signals 
on the horns. 
“ There is plenty of money in Buenos 
Ayres, and just now the country is boom­ 
ing. Capitalists are buying large tracts of 
land from the Government, and selling 
ranches to emigrants who come to raise 
cattle. A great many English capitalists 
are iu business there, and there is a great 
deal of wealth in the city. I had to have 
my money changed to Argentine paper 
money, and I found that there were hun­ 
dreds of these money-changing banks in 
the city. The Argentine notes are dis­ 
counted from 40 to 50 per cent in favor of 
American gold, and from 25 to 35 per cent 
in favor of American greenbacks. If you 
are a stranger, and they know it, they will 
fleece you, for the money changers are a 
set of robbers. 
“It is said that more cattle are raised in 
the Argentine Republic than in the whole 
United States. It is their greatest enter­ 
prise. The country is like our Western 
prairies, admirably adapted to grazing and 
blest with one of the best climates in the 
world. Their horses, too, are magnificent 
animals, and in Buenos Ayres they have 
race tracks where the prizes are enormous 
and the gambling very brisk. 
“They haven’t any timber, though, and 
have to buy all their carts, agricultural 
implements, etc., from European firms. 
Why, there isn’t a manufactory in the city. 
There are great opportunities for Ameri­ 
can enterprise in the country. Still, there 
ate drawbacks. On account of the narrow 
streets, wagons cannot be used, and all the 
hauling is done in huge carts drawn by a 
tandem team, with the cart tongue strapped 
to a saddle on the wheel horse's back, l ou 
can imagine how busy people are in Buenos 
Ayres, when carriages and carts are not 
allowed to drive up a street and return the 
same way. The law compels them to go 
around in a circuit to return, and so avoid 
the passing of vehicles on the streets. 
It is done to avoid blockade of the streets. 
Then, too, the docks on the river are not 
large enough. The English capitalists 
have got their warehouses on the only 
available ground near the docks, and as 
the Government dties not allow goods to 
remain on the quays after landiug, they 
have a monopoly. The consequence is 
that merchants have to have their goods 
taken to the l>each in small boats, while 
those carte are driven into the water along­ 
side and loaded up. It is amusing to go 
along the shore and see these carte with 
just the horses’ heads above the water. It 
is slow work unloading a ship that way. 
Where we would do it in one day, it takes 
thirty days in Buenos Ayres. 
“A^jout 1,300 miles from Buenos Ayres 
there is an abundance of the best timber, 
but no one has yet had the enterprise to 
utilize it. I have been thinking of start­ 
ing a mill near there, but have not yet de­ 
cided. It takes a great deal of money to 
go into a manufacturing business there. 
“I sailed up the La Plata to Rosario, 
called 'the Chicago of the South,’ hadsome 
fine hunting, and enjoyed my trip greatly. 
“Although the distance in a direct line 
from New York to Buenos Ayres is about 
5.000 miles, our log showed we had sailed 
7,200 miles on our return trip, which lasted 
fifty-eight days.”

“Why I took the bill from the family 
wallet.” 
“ You did! Who gave you permission 
to fling my money around for gimcracks ?” 
“ Doesn’t half of it belong to me ?” 
“ Not by a long shot!” 
11 But before we were married you said it 
would.” 
“ That’s in theory, of course. I will see 
that you are not tempted again. When you 
want money ask me for it. I can then put 
the amount down on our cash book and 
figure our expenses.” 
• 
The next week I wanted a new bonnet, 
and asked Mr. Bowser for $15. 
“ Fifteen what ?” he gasped as he looked 
up.“ Dollars.” 
“ What for ?” 
“ To buy a bonnet.” 
“ Fifteen dollars to buy a bonnet? You 
must be crazy !

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CALI FORMA ON WHEELS. 
D etroit's E agerness to See the Traveling 
Exhibition— Plans at Toledo. 
Advance Agent Price, of California’s 
(raveling exhibition, writes to General 
Manager Brown, of the State Board of 
Trade, under date of February 22d, as iol- 
lows: 
‘ The grand success of the traveling ex­ 
hibition of California products, sent out by 
the B'iard, is so unprecedented and com­ 
plete that the bare truth about it seems like 
exaggeration to one not an eye-witness to 
the crowded receptions aboard the cars 
daily. I bad been in advance for about a 
week heralding the coming of the train, but 
was with the cars at Detroit, Mich , yes­ 
terday afternoon. It was the first day of 
their arrival there, and although the cars 
were sidetracked in the Union depot, on 
the river bank, dewn among the factories 
and wholesale houses, they were actually 
besieged by the public. No theatre door­ 
keeper ever struggled more heroically with 
an eager, surging crowd than did McDon­ 
ald upon this occasion. The visitors were 
influential and solid citizens, stylish 
ladies and young people, all enthusiastic 
over the display of fruits, etc , which never 
before looked better owing to the recent re­ 
ceipt of additional exhibits. Many came 
in carriages, and among the observing 
grangers I learned that some of them had 
come in from Wyandotte and other 
suburban towns, having seen the advanced 
notices in the newspapers No doubt this 
crush will continue during the next lew 
d8ys. From the manner in which I was 
treated in Detroit several days before the 
cars arrived, I had expected "this iamb of 
viaitors. 
“The local Board of Trade, Produce Ex­ 
change and Chamber of Commerce, all of 
which bodies I personally invited to visit 
us, extended a cordial invitation to us to 
make our headquarters at their rooms dur­ 
ing our stay. Superintendent Robinson of 
the public schools had me formally invite 
the high and grammar schools, "and the 
announcement was also made at the 
weekly meeting of the Board of Education, 
for they agree with me that our exhibit is 
a most valuable lesson in California's re­ 
sources. I arrived in Toledo to-day and 
am sanguine of the same success here as 
elsewhere. My invitation to the school 
children and their parents, the teachers, 
the Produce Exchange and city officials 
has been joyously accepted, and I have 
been warned to look out for a crush of 
humanity. I have also made airangments 
forastereopticon entertainmenton Wednes­ 
day night, the 27th inst., in the lecture- 
room of St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The ladies of the Missionary So­ 
ciety are to have a social on that evening 
and I was fortunate in convincing them 
that our views of noted California scenes 
would be an additional attraction. So, 
while many hundred representatives of 
Toledo’s piety, youth, beauty and wealth 
feast inwardly on ice cream, cake, etc., 
their eyes will feast on pictures of the Yo- 
semite valley, the falls, the mammoth red­ 
woods, the Lick Observatory, orchards in 
full bloom, and an endless series of street 
and country scenes from the only part of 
the world that possesses the originals.” 
P earl D iving in the Gulf of California. 
At the present time the pearl-diving ex­ 
peditions are fitted out with complete div­ 
ing apparatus.

double-pointed stick between the jaws, 
thus pinning them permanently apart till 
death released the helpless monster.—

AN UNCONSTITUTIONAL BILL. 


Senate bill 612, now in the Assembly, is 
supposed to be in the local interest of -ttiis 
city. 
It was certainly introduced -with 
good intentions, and for w hat was believed 
to be a good purpose. B ut it is a raeasure 
that should not pass, because it is not in 
harm ony with the Constitution in -the first 
place, and it will be an incum brance in the 
second place, until our entire poKee sys­ 
tem can be reformed. The b ill proposes 
to amend the present city charter. It re­ 
enacts Section'S of the Act of M arch, 18“2, 
am endatory of the charter and supple­ 
m ental to it, and ¡s thus new and special 
legislation. 
It provides that the police force shall not 
exceed 3e men, w ith a C&ief and a Captain. 
W e now have, under the law , 16, a Chief 
and a Captain. Here, then, are 15 offices 
created by the Act. The new bill changes 
the Chief’s salary from $150 to $175. The 
Constitution of the State provides that the 
Legislature shall not pass any local or 
special laws “ creating any offices in cities,” 
etc. A policeman is an ofcicer in a city. 
The Constitution also provides that there 
shall be passed no iocal or special laws by 
the Legislature “affecting the fees or salary 
of an$• -officer.” 
The Chief of Pólice is an 
officer, and the proposed special legislador, 
changes the salary of that office. 
These are insuperable constitutional ob­ 
jections to the (bill,.and there are others 
not necessary tc cite now, and equallj" as 
forcitle. It is «st all times unw ise to pe.es 
unconstitutional laws, and thus involve 
the people in litigation in order to protect 
themselves agwinst infringem ents of the 
fundam ental law of the State. The objec­ 
tions we advance are not the outgrowth 
of a captious -spirit; on the contrary the 
R qoord-Ukio»: has-ibe interests of the city 
and the well ordering of m unicipal aCaira 
profoundly at heart. 
B ut the people well 
know that to increase the nolice force as 
suggested, will be but to augum ent the 
power of a political foree th a t now rules 
the city like a taskm aster. 
For all needed 
augm entation of the police force the ap­ 
pointm ent of “ specials ” 
will 
answer 
Sj. rcials have already been appointed un­ 
der such a policy, and the force increased 
to meet the dem ands for its services, and 
these should be continued rather than to 
get into the meshes of the litigation of con­ 
stitutional entanglem ent. W hen the sys­ 
tem is reformed, it should be by no patch 
work, but by a complete revolution that 
will give the Chief of Police power to select 
his men, raake them responsible to him , 
and make him responsible directly to the 
people. 
The officers also should be made secure 
in their positions during competency and 
good behavior. 
B ut w ithout extending 
considerations of proper reform • f the po­ 
lice system, it is sufficient for th e present 
to fix attention upon the unconstitution­ 
ality of the proposed law sought to be en­ 
acted by passing Senate bill 612. 


THE MUD IN POLITICAL WATERS. 


The Civil Sert lce Record has been engaged 
in some interesting researches, and has dis­ 
covered that f„ur out of five of all the Post­ 
masters in the unclassified list who were in 
office w hen Mr. Cleveland came to the 
Presidency have by him been removed. 
The statem ent is fortified by quotations 
from the official records. In the unclassi­ 
fied list there are nearly 58,000 of these 
officials. 
All these are subject to Presi­ 
dential will, so far ae their tenure of office 
is concerned. This showing is alone suffi­ 
cient to illustrate the im m ensity ot the 
spoils system. 
But this is not a ll; the un­ 
classified list of officers of all kinds in the 
Government embraces about 100,000 names, 
and in 80 000 of these there have been 
changes since March -4,1885. Of course, 
many of the changes were due to re­ 
movals of residences, death and resigna­ 
tions, and 
some were for incompetence 
uodeniable. 
But it «till 
rem ains that 
over 
70,000 
were removed 
to 
give 
place 
to 
political 
partisans—in other 
words, in response to the appetite of 
the 
" m achine.” 
From 
this 
glimpse 
we train some idea of 
the 
enormous 
pressure that is brought to bear upon a 
President, and the am ount of backbone 
that officer m ust have to stand up and do 
w hat he conceives to be his duty. But, 
above all, the showing illustrates the value 
to the country of the principles of the civil 
service reform. 
W ere these in force to-day 
as intended by the law, lim ited as is its 
present application, the President would be 
freed from one half his burden and be 
given that much more of opportunity to 
devote him self to weightier affairs of state. 
W ere 
these 
principles applied 
to-day 
throughout the Government, the political 
atm osphere would be greatly clearer, and 
hundreds of thousands of citizens who 
now neglect political duty because “ the 
pool is filtbv ” would return to duty-doing, 
and we would have correspondingly better 
politics and cleaner governm ent. For it 
m ust be apparent to all that political waters 
will be purified just in proportion as we 
take the “ m ud ” out, and the spoils of 
office is the “ m ud.” 


THE 
GOVERNOR AND THE H0KTEBKY 
BILL. 


The Governor, according to a Monterey 
dispatch published 
yesterday, is 
being 
scored hotly by the people of Monterey 
because he vetoed a bill to disincorporate 
that city. 
W e very much doubt if the 
people of that place are moved as the dis­ 
patch asserts, because at an election held 
upon that distinct question ot disincorpor- 
ation, the people by a vote of 353 to LS 
negatived the proposition. The decision 
was the resell of what was at that tim e re­ 
ported in the press, a full debate of the 
m atter by the people of Monterey. Ques­ 
tions of economy influenced them greatly, 
as we remember, because the present legis­ 
lative and executive officers of the place 
serve w ithout salaries, w hile under rein­ 
corporation salaries would be added to the 
expense of the local government. But 
aside from all these questions the Gov­ 
ernor was sound in declaring the proposed 
law unconstitutionaL It was an attem pt 
at special legislation that is not in the cate­ 
gory of exceptions to the constitutional in­ 
hibition: the Constitution, in fact, does not 
provide for disincorporation legislation. To 
be sure that he was not in error Governor 
Waterman officially asked the advice of 
the Attorney-General, who rendered an 
opinion that the Act was unconstitutional.

A TECHNICALITY. 


In the House of Representatives Mr. 
Mills has assailed the constitutionality of 
the Senate tariff bill. His grounds are that 
as the H ouse alone can originate such 1 
measures, the substitution by the Senate of 
its bill for that of the Hou«e is origination. 
This is apparently an interesting point of 
law. As the Constitution provides that all 
revenue bills shall have their genesis in 
the House, so, also, it provides th at the 
Senate m ay propose or concur in am end­ 
ments to such measures. The simple ques­ 
tion then is, Is substitution of one bill for 
another, am endm ent? W e believe that it 
has always been answered in the affirma­ 
tive. and we cannot conceive how it can be 
otherwise. Ef there is any lim itation tc 
tbs right ot a legislative body to amend c 
brill before ft, even to the extent of crushing 
the life out of it, we are unable to find the 
law, after-diligent search. Ob revenue as 
well as or. other bills, the concurrence of 
the Senate is necessary, and there is not 
and cannot be any lim it to the con­ 
science -jf that body iu considering hew far 
it will concur, and On w hat essentials it 
will disagree. In determ ining those m at­

it certainly may, by am endm ent 
am ovnting to substitution, express to the 
House the bounds -of its concurrí nee and 
the'cxtent of its nan-conconence.

THE COLORED MAN, H0STH. 


Governor Fitzhugh Lee has returned 'io 
his home in the South from an extended 
visit to N orthern cities. -Governor Lee 
tells his people— 
“The m ore I see o f the N oria, the m ore I am 
convinced th a t th e Southern people are the t.est 
friends the negrees have. 
I heard and -saw 
enough th e other day to convince any one th at 
the N orthern people care little for the negro 
race. The very people w ho aredisposed to grow 
sem im ental about the blacks, and who are 
really fanatical on the subject, have nothing 
w hatever to do w ith them . The carriage-driver 
and footman are w hite, the hotel w aiters are 
w hite and the servants generally are white. I 
saw very few negroes in New York. The people 
there do not v, ant them . ' 
All which proves that Governor Lee has 
utterly failed to comprehend the people of 
the N orth. 
Because this distinguished 
Virginian did not find the black m an a 
servitor at all times and in all places at the 
North, he rashes to the conclusion-quoted, 
H e is oblivious of the tact that at the North 
the colored m an is not obliged to take 
Berviug positions, but if he has the courage, 
industry and sobriety of his w hite com­ 
petitors, he can, in trade, agriculture, the 
arts and mechanics move abreast with him, 
precisely as he m ay sink with him if he 
adopts his vices. Further on Governer Lee 
discloses his true sentim ents, when, pro­ 
testing that he is the best friend of the 
negro, he adds that he believes the white 
m an to be his superior and that he must 
therefore always dom inate over the colored 
man. It m atters little w hat Governor Lee 
thinks on that subject, or what the truth 
is, we can afford to trust to time and the 
forces that determ ine civilizations to settle 
such questions. 
W hat we have to do with 
now is simply this: “ Does the North do 
its duty by the colored citizen?” 
Un­ 
hesitatingly 
-we reply, “yes.” 
It puts 
him into the race; it raises no legal ob­ 
stacles to trip hie feet; it concedes to him 
every political right enjoyed by the white 
m an, and it can do no more. 
Governor 
Lee asserts that he heard the people in the 
North freely discussing the question, “ W hat 
shall we do with the negro?” and that while 
some desired te send him to Africa, and 
some to the islands of the sea, all who de­ 
bated it agreed that he ought to be de­ 
ported. Mr. Lee fell into strange com 
panionship. 
There is no such question 
agitating the people of the North, and 
nothing looking in that direction. 


Is California to have a place in the t abiuet? 
If she is not, the local Republican leaders can 
th an k them selves for the om ission. A wild 
scram ble of h alf a dozen aspirants for one place Ls 
likely to disgust any sensible person, and H ar­ 
rison appears to be a m an of good common 
sense.—Alta. 
But has there been any “ wild scramble?’ 
The honorable and frank and open am bi­ 
tion to attain to high station may be enter­ 
tained by all men. If the friends of three 
or four distinguished Pacific coasters have 
presented their names to General Harrison, 
that does not make it “a wild scramble.” 
California lias been very m ild and back­ 
ward in presenting her candidates com­ 
pared to the struggle among New Yorkers, 
Iowans, the Wisconsin and Ohio contest­ 
ants, and the W estern people generally.

These evidences of wise ob­ 
servation, and the adoption of w hat the 
experience of others proves to be for tbe 
benefit of men. testify to an advanoe in 
Japanese thought that should sham e some 
nations which assume to hold their heads 
in lofty-contempt of the Island Kingdom.

It is announced that tbe German Gov­ 
ernm ent is determined to punish Mataafa, 
and to that end has dispatched ironciada to 
Samoa.

F u r th e r E x p e rim e n ts fo r g rillin g T e m ­ 
p e s ts by U se o f L u b ric a n ts . 
Under the above title L ieutenant W . II 
Beehler contributes to the March Century 
an account of the experim ents made w ith 
oil in rough water. 
We quote the follow­ 
ing account ol two rescues : 
“ T he Cap­ 
tain or the ship M artha Cobb, loaded 
w ith petroleum, fell in with a sinking ves­ 
sel during a heavy gale in the N orth A t­ 
lantic, December, 1886. 
The signal made 
stated the vessel was sinking and that all 
her boats had been stove. 
The M artha 
Cobb had lost her large boats, her bulwarks 
washed out, and decks swept in the same 
storm ; the! only boat left was a small six­ 
teen-foot dingey, which could not possibly 
live in the sea th at was then running. 
The Captain says he was puzzled, and lay­ 
by for some hours hoping th at the gale 
would moderate ; but as there was no ap­ 
pearance of better weather and night com­ 
ing on, he decided to make an attem pt to 
rescue the crew of the sinking vessel. The 
M artha Cobb had a cargo of petroleum, 
some of which leaked, and the Captain 
had noticed th at the sea in the wake of 
the ship was much smoother when the 
pumps were worked. 
“ H e signaled to the other vessel to haul 
by the wind while he luffed to gel to wind­ 
ward, and at the same time started the 
pum|>s; but the ship drifted faster than 
the oil, and while the oil made the sea 
comparatively smooth to windward, it did 
not cover the sea leeward. 
H e then ran 
down across the other vessel’s stern, hauled 
up close tmdei her lee, and started the 
pumps again; at the same time he also 
emptied a five-gallon can of fish oil down 
the scuppers. 
The effect was magical. In 
twenty minutes the sea between 
and 
around the vessels was broken down. 
The 
long, heavy swell remained, but the com­ 
bers and breaking seas were all gone. The 
little dingey w ith three men had no diffi­ 
culty in pulling to windward, and the 
crew were saved. 
The boat was deeply 
loaded and did not ship any water, al­ 
though the sea was breaking fiercely out­ 
side of the ‘charmed ’ space in which the 
vessels lay on oiled seas. 
“In June, 1885, the British ship Slive- 
rnore took fire and had to be abandoned 
when eight hundred miles northeast of 
the Seychelle Islands, Indian Ocean. 
The 
people took to the boats and made for .Sey­ 
chelle Islands. 
The third day after leav­ 
ing the vessel a cyclone came up, and no 
one believed that the boats would live 
through it. Before they left the ship the 
boats had lieen supplied with oil for just 
such an emergency. 
Each boat got out a 
drag made of spars and oars lashed to­ 
gether. for what is known as a sea-anchor. 
Oakum 
saturated 
w ith 
para (fine w:ts 
stuffed in long stockings hung over the 
bows of the boats. 
Before the oil was 
used the boats had been several times 
nearly filled w ith water and the occupants 
had to bail for their lives; but when oil 
was applied no further trouble was ex­ 
perienced. 
An oil-slick formed around 
the lioats, which rode in perfect safety on 
tremendous swells which took the place ot 
the previously breaking seas. 
L ittle if 
any water came over the sides of the boats, 
and the occupants could lie down and 
sleep. 
The boats eventually reached th e 
islands, but every soul would have per­ 
ished except for the forethought of Cap­ 
tain Conby, the Captain of the Slivemore.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


S tatu ary for th e S tate C ap itol. 
E d s. R e c o rd U n io n : There is a bill 
pending in the Legislature that provides for 
the purchase of statuary to be placed in the 
niches of the rotunda of the State Capitol 
on the first floor. It was introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Moflitt and in the Assembly 
by Dr. Burwell. Favorable consideration 
in committee, and on the floor of both 
houses has advanced it to a leading place 
on the file, but there is danger that it may 
not be finally considered on its merits, 
owing to the pressure for advancement of 
pet measures in the closing days of a ses­ 
sion. It is eminently proper that a bill of 
this kind should speedily become a law. 
It is a source of regret to thousands of Cali­ 
fornians who visit the Capital, that the 
niches yet remain empty. It is not credit­ 
able to the State, which' claims to offer to 
artists so many advantages of residence. It 
is a fact susceptible of proof, that millions 
of dollars have been expended by onr peo­ 
ple in public schools, private academies 
and schools of design to develop an appre­ 
ciation of the beautiful and refined in 
painting and statuary, and yet the State 
hesitates in spending a dollar to gratify the 
taste so cultivated. The empty niches in 
the rotunda of the Capitol offend the eye. 
The appropriation of $50,000 asked for is 
not large, and cannot consistently be de­ 
nied or deferred on the score of economy 
by a Legislature which readily votes $700,­ 
000 to create two more asylumns for the 
demented. The passage of this bill might 
be fairly regarded as doing something for 
the pleasure of well-balanced ntinds. Gov­ 
ernors Booth, Irwin, Pacheco, Perkins and 
Bartlett were all in favor of adorning the 
interior of the Capitol in harmony with 
the architectural design, but something al­ 
ways happened to cause delay until the 
“ next session.” 
Governor 
Waterman 
doubtless entertains the views which his 
predecessors expressed. 
The bill confides the disbursement of the 
money to the Capitol Commissioners, and 
that the sum voted will be intelligently and 
honestly expended goes without saying. 
The Legislature will do credit to itself and 
the State by passing the bill. It is time 
that the State Capitol should be completed.

Adler is a native of 
11, a graduate of the Berlin Roval School 
for Music, and a pupil of Worth and 
Joachim. Schlachter is from Berlin, and 
Hekking a native of Holland, and for his 
ability was decorated with an order by the 
King of his country. Mr. Ryan is well- 
known to concert audiences, and bossts of 
his troupe as in every way superior, and 
selected with care born of long experience 
in concert management.

T1IE SACRAMENTO AND SAN JOA­ 
QUIN RIVERS. 


M ethod for Their Im provem ent as 
R egards N avigation and R elief 
From Flood W aters. 


The following communication from an 
engineer residing in San Francisco is of in­ 
terest to the people cf the two great valleys 
of the State. It was received by Senator 
Langford as bearing upon proposed legisla­ 
tion. The writer says : 
The Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers 
are the grand cutlets of immense and fer­ 
tile valleys forming the grand basin of the 
State of California, the former over 150 
miles in length to Red Bluff', and the latter 
over 200 miles in length to the foot of the 
Sierras sonth of Bakersfield—a body of 
land phenomenal in extent and richness, 
having a watershed of many thousands of 
square miles. These rivers, the former 
running south, the latter north, enter the 
tidal waters of the Straits of Carqainez at 
the same point, thereby forming a common 
delta, which is broken up into numerous 
sloughs and estuaries. 
In the early times the channels amongst 
these islands were deep and afforded good 
navigation. Since the introduction of hy­ 
draulic mining and agricultural pursuits, 
these channels have become shallow by 
reason of the tortuousness of the water 
ways, caused by the depositing of the mate­ 
rials held in suspension—which always oc­ 
curs when a stream meets with an obstruc­ 
tion or is forced to change its course. These 
islands, having been fonnd to be exceed­ 
ingly fertile, have been occupied and leve’d 
to protect them from the flood waters. The 
inexorable 
operations of natural laws 
in -egard to the outfall of great rivers have 
be n but feebly attended to by the State 
au aorities, and up to the present time no 
real relief has been afforded. No compre­ 
hensive plans have been set in motion to 
avert the great calamity of cutting off the 
navigation of these rivers, or relieving the^ 
lands from periodical inundation, thereby^ 
causing the greatest destruction of property 
and rendering vast areas of the most fertile 
land in the world subject to malaria and 
unfit for profitable occupation. 
Since the stoppage of hydraulic mining 
the benefit has not been as great as the pro­ 
jectors of the measure expected. The rivers 
are still heavily charged with sediment, 
and the raising of the bed of the delta is 
increasing every day. As the bed of the 
river is raised. so the levees will require to 
be raised, until a grand catastrophe levels 
ail and involves the labors of a generation 
in one common ruin. Every proprietor 
does as seems good in his own eyes, and no 
thought is taken of what may occur to 
one’s neighbors; the rights of whole com­ 
munities are invaded by those who have 
chosen to locate themselves on the delta. 
The waterways of these great valleys 
are becoming strangled and 
navigation 
ruined 
by 
the 
manner 
in 
which 
the 
rivers 
are 
being 
confined 
within small and 
tortuous 
channels. 
The whole of the inhabitants of these val­ 
leys have a great aud common interest in 
these rivers, which are able to afford them 
under proper administration good naviga­ 
tion, furnishing the cheapest freights on 
their products which are at tbe verv doors 
of the markets of the world; adding fur­ 
ther to the salubrity of their homes, and 
immunity from the destruction of their 
property by floods. 
The State is able and should be willing 
to adopt such measures as should conduce 
to this verv desirable end. It can call to 
its aid engineering talent which can set in 
motion such means as will accomplish this 
desirable end. The State can control by 
wise laws, the settlements and works along 
the grand pteries so as to prevent damage 
to navigation or to farming pursuits. D 
may not be able altogether to prevent 
floods but it can in a large measure remove 
the sting by rendering them less in dura­ 
tion, extent and violence. It is eminently 
proper that in a work of this character and 
magnitude the State should ask the General 
Government to give substantial aid, but 
should also itself be a large contributor; 
there is a proposition now before the Leg­ 
islature asking the Genera! Government to 
appropriate two millions of dollars for this 
w ork; this sum should be supplemented 
by two millions furnished by the State. 
In no pait of the State can the money be 
better spent than for the purpose outlined 
above; the money will be immediately 
productive, and the benefits will not only 
be far-reaching but lasting. 
The policv to be pursued should be to 
provide in the first place tree egress for the 
waters of the rivers to the bay. 
The engineers should define a definite 
course over the delta, gradually widening 
until reaching tide water; the course should 
be as direct as possible, with easy curves 
when the course is changed, the curves be­ 
ing always taugental to tbe previous course. 
All lands within these lines should be con­ 
demned and paid for, which would enable 
the proprietors to levee along the new shore 
line. The work of excavation within these 
lines shonld proceed as soon as possible, 
cutting off first ail projecting points, so as 
to ease the passage ot the waters at the 
earliest moment. 
As the course of the 
channel was straightened the current would 
increase and com mi nee to scour, and of it­ 
self greatly assist in cutting out its own 
channel. 
This work can be greatly assisted if the 
tide waters pass rapidly out through tbe 
straits 
into 
the bay, giving 
thereby 
longer 
intervals 
between 
high 
and 
low water. 
This 
leads 
us 
to con­ 
sider what will be the effect •! the 
numerous 
and 
extensive 
structures, 
building wharves, etc.. erected on the 
shores of the straits; they already enroach 
considerably into the waterway "and their 
effect on breaking up the current will be 
felt far beyond their own limits. 
They occupy the narrowest part of the 
strait and the effect is most certainly to re­ 
tard the passage of the outgoing waters. 
The tendency to enroach is still going on 
and the desire wiil arise to fill in with 
stone so as to make the works more 
permanent. 
This cannot be continued 
without detriment to the outflow of the 
rivers, and should be at once controlled by 
the State. 
* 
After a passage has been secured across 
the delta, the course of the river should be 
attended to, its velocity may be increased 
by cutting off bends or curving them in a 
proper manner so as to prevent deposit. It 
may be found necessary to make cutoffs 
several luiies in length, furnishing a good 
course for the rapid passage of the storm 
waters, and at the same time additional 
facilities for navigation. 
Means may al-o be devised whereby it 
may be found practicable to continue hy­ 
draulic mining without damage to agricutl- 
ural interests or detriment to the naviga­ 
tion of the river. These matters will not 
take care of themselves: without the strong 
hand of the State they become destructive 
of each other, but under a wise organiza­ 
tion they can without doubt be made to 
work in harmony.

L . M. H illin g* S lloo * anti K ills F r a u d s 
Dow Llghtaii. 
Yesterday mornir-g word Coiue to the 
city that L. M. Billings had shot and killed i 
F. D. Lightall at the ranch just north of 
Jibboom street. Billings came in and gave 
himself up to the Sheriff, and soon there­ 
after tbe dead man brought to the morgue. 
The Coroner’s inquest held last evening 
developed the following facts: 
Luther O. Lightall, father of the de­ 
ceased, testified as follows: I reside on the 
Billings ranch, just north of tbe city. I 
have lived there since last fall, having 
rented the place about October 1st. Since 
that time the Billings ranch has been my 
residence. Billings came thtre to-day and 
tried to drive us off the ranch in every con­ 
ceivable manner. I put up my hand and 
pushed him back, saying, "Mr. Billings I do 
not want you to put your hands on anything 
here until we come to some settlement.” 
He said he would. He got a club and his 
son got one. I dodged both of them. 
I 
turned my head and saw him strike my 
boy. My boy had nothing in his hands. 
That is all I saw until I beard the report of 
the pistol. 
He killed my son. the only 
son I have. Both of them struck at me 
and I knocked the boy down. 
BilliDgs 
said a good many times he would “ just as 
soon shoot a man as a dog.” and frequently 
took out his pistol and showed it to us. 
After he had shot my boy he came and 
pointed his pistol at me, when young 
Billings said : ‘‘ No more shooting h ere!” 
Then Billings put his pistol in his pocket. 
I had no weapon ; never carried one in my 
life. 
I forbid him removing anything 
until the matter, which was simply a mat­ 
ter of business, was settled between us. 
Billings delivered to me an old set of har­ 
ness without tugs. 
He came out and 
claimed he was going to take hay away. 
We had some words a few days ago, and it 
was agreed he was to give me $125 and I 
was 
to 
move 
away. 
He 
then 
came 
out with two teams 
to move 
us away. I asked for the money before 
consenting to move. He said, ‘'Gome ¡to 
me to-morrow and I will pay you.” I 
said, "No. sir; I want my money belore I 
move.” I had a bill of sale of the teams for 
$219. I said, “I can pay you within two 
hours.” I did so and kept my team. On 
Thursday he came out for a load of hay and 
got it. He also came out for a brown mare. 
I demanded my one-third for the pastur­ 
age, he being entitled to two-thirds. I 
said he could not take the animal without 
he paid me. He then came and demanded 
the halter. He demanded it in the presence 
of two women. He then asked for the 
milk pail. I told my niece to get it for 
him from tbe cupboard, but before she 
could do so, he pushed by and took it him­ 
self and walked out with it. There was at 
that time no hard words or fighting. 
The next time he came was this morn­ 
ing. There was no one present but me 
and my son, Billings and his son, and a 
little girl by the name of Olive Hilduth. 
My son's name is Francis Dow Lightall; 
he was born in Saginaw county, Michigan ; 
age, 27 years. 
In answer to questions by members of 
the jury, the witness said : When Billings 
came to the ranch this morning he said he 
was running this ranch and always would 
do so. My lease was to the effect that I 
was to give him two-thirds of all the rev­ 
enue; I was to have one-third. We agreed 
to give up all the place, all we had done, 
ail our crop, for $155; I wanted to get 
away, and he wanted us to get away. 
It was a small am ount; in fact, it had cost 
us that much to live on the place during 
our stay. There was nothing said in the 
lease about the milk of a single cow that 
Billings had left us. and he came out and 
claimed one-half of the milk. He said : 
“ I will come out days and get it, and yon 
can have the night milking.” Billings 
collected for the milk he said, but never 
paid us over cne-third. I saw that he was 
dishonest, and then I wanted a settlement. 
This was not in accordance with the lease. 
When he undertook to drive us off this 
morning I put up my hand to ward him 
off. I heard no words from my son. Bill­ 
ings and his boy both struck the first blow. 
I saw Billings shoot my son twice. He 
shot him twice. My boy was standing stiil 
at the time he was shot. 
Dr. G. A. White, the County Physician, 
being duly sworn, said he had made an 
autopsical examination of the body of 
Francis D. Lightall. I found two bulUt 
wounds upon the body of deceased. One 
was situated upou the upper and anterior 
part of the left thigh and lodged under the 
skin in the gluteal region. The second 
wound was three-fourths of an inch below 
and slightly to the left of the left nipple. 
Tne ball making this wound passed be­ 
tween the fifth and sixth ribs directly 
through the heart and upper border of the 
liver, aud lodged under the skin between 
the sixth and seventh ribs on the right side 
of the bodv. This wound was necessarily 
fatal.

The jury was out less than ten minutes, 
when they brought in the following ver­ 
dict : 
Sacramento, M arch 1,1889. 
Inquest held on the body of a m an w ho died 
suddenly at hie ranch about one-half m ile north 
from the eiry, in Sacram ento county, California, 
on Friday, March 1,1889. 
We, the Coroner's Jury, being duly sum m oned 
and sworn by the Coroner, to inquire into the 
death of said m an, do find th at his nam e is 
Francis D. Lightall, a native 
of Saginaw, 
M ichigan, aged 27 years, and th at he cam e to 
his death from a pbtol ball wound in th e left 
breast, as described by Dr. George A. W hite. 
Said wound was inflicted by a pistol In the 
hands of one L. N. Billings w ith m alice afore­ 
thought.

Emmet would not claim for himself that 
he has the vivacity of youth, now that he 
is in middle life: for it is true that he is 
leas sprightly, and that his method has 
been lowered' in vivacity, while his voice is 
not as strong. It would be marvelous if 
he were as bright, musical and vivacious 
as when he was more than a decade of 
years vonnger. 
But, despite this, he is 
Emmet still, and there is no rival in his 
line who can stand before him and take bis 
laurels. Putting out ot mind the Emmet 
of the seventies, and the Emmet of the last 
year of the eighties is inimitable.

method is still full of tenderness, love, 
manliness and buoyancy.

not applauded in a spirit admitting of no 
question of the sincerity of the pleasure 
the audience experienced. His dry humor 
as the Hollander kept the audience in a

hearty laughter. Excepting Miss Barring­ 
ton, a very competent actress, natural in 
manner and easily winning the sympathies 
ot her auditors, the support was light, and 
in some respects Tweak. 
Mr. Emmet 
deserves 
better 
surroundings. 
He 
has 
one source of merriment- in 
a 
trio 
of 
little 
children, 
that 
is 
inexhaustible. In the third act he is fol­ 
lowed upon the stage by the largest St. 
Bernard dog ever brought'to the State, and 
which is valued up in the thousands. Tbe 
play, " Our Fritz,” is but a frame work for 
Emmet’s character-acting. It is silly at 
times—as in tbe case of the Court scene— 
labored and tedious at others, improbable 
mostly, but some scenes are gems of feeling 
and pathos. The same play to-night. 


No N ec«ii«lty tor th e L aw . 
The law which has just passed the last 
house of the Legislature; to stop the manu­ 
facture of sash and doors in the State 
Prison at San Quentin, and which is to take 
effect on the 1st of May, cannot be said to 
be “ too previous,” but rather too late, and 
can hardly be said to be good “ partv am­ 
munition.” The fact is that the sash and 
door factory was closed yesterday, not to be 
again started up, and which was brought 
about by the following letter from the Gov­ 
ernor. dated over a month ago :

Ir. accordance with the above, Mr. Dev­ 
lin called a special meeting of the Board of 
Directors, which was held at Folsom on 
February 2d. when an order of tbe Board 
was unanimously passed, ordering the clos- 
iug of tbe sash and door factory on March 
1st., in accordance with which the factory 
was yesterday shut down. Just why this 
bill should have been therefore pressed 
through it is difficult to understand, unless 
it be to offset, in the eyes of the labor 
voters, the closing order brought about by 
a Republican Governor, by an act of a 
Democratic Legislature. 


W ith A b u n d an ce o f W ater, H er F ield s 
W ill B lo sso m L ik e a R o se. 
H . N. Miner, ot Colfax, came into the 
R e c o rd -U n io n office yesterday and stated 
that arrangements had been made for the 
introduction of water on the Colfax divide, 
which will add materially to the wiakh of 
that section. For the past two months the j 
citizens of Clipper Gap and Colfax have ■ 
been agitating the question of getting a \ 
water supply upon that divide. 
A few ; 
evenings since a meeting was held at Col- j 
fax. which was largely attended by the j 
people of that vicinity. The meeting was 
representative, there being present busi­ 
ness men, agriculturists, vineyardists aud 
o "chardists. The result of the meeting was 
that a committee was appointed to visit 
Towle Brothers at Alta and see what could 
be done toward getting a water supply for 
that section. 
Tne committee performed 
their duty and ascertained that Towle 
Brothers were willing to co-operate with 
the citizens of that vicinity, and the latter 
ate 
informed 
that 
if 
the 
water 
supply could be obtained the railroad 
company 
would 
lay 
the 
necessary 
twenty-five miles ot pipe. 
The Towle 
Bros, are now constructing a large reser­ 
voir near Cisco, which will be finished next 
season, and will hold all the water neces­ 
sary to run their mills, and furnish what is 
wanted at Clipper Gap, Coifax and other 
points south. The people of Coifax are 
anxious that all the water necessary for 
agriculture and manufacturing purposes 
will be supplied. The railroad company 
proposes to put down an 11-inch pipe, 
which has the capacity of 1,000 inches. The 
distance fioru Towles to Clipper Gap is 25 
miles, and this will be sufficient to supply 
all tbe demand on the divides between the 
American and Bear rivers, and will be the 
beginning of the prosperity and develop­ 
ment of that section. Reservoirs will be 
built at every 250 feet of fall, so that the 
pipes will not be strained. Water will be 
sold at 25 cents an inch, the ordinary price, 
or 12i cents by the year. There will be no 
trouble in disposing of all the water that 
can be supplied, Fred. Birdsall, Superin­ 
tendent of the Beor river ditch, agreeing to 
take all the surplus. Mr. Miner says with 
water to assist our fertile soil Placer county 
will blossom like a rose. 


P rison L ab or A gain . 
S a c ra m e n to , March 1 ,1889. 
E d s. R e c o rd - U n io n : In an article of 
yesterday, wherein we criticised some state­ 
ments made by an editorial in your journal, 
we think we succeeded in showing by com­ 
petent evidence that in California the out­ 
put of the prisons, so far as it consists of 
granite, rough or dressed, or of sash, doors 
and blinds, does have a material effect upon 
freemen engaged in those industries. But, 
you say, further, that “ whatever the labor 
of convicts contribute to their support, that 
much lessens taxation and nearly all taxa­ 
tion is visited upon the consumers of pro­ 
ducts, among whom, of course, are the 
workingmen who object to convict labor.” 
It don’t make any difference under our 
present social or fiscal system, in what j 
manner the tax is levied; it must ultimately ; 
come from the consumer, and the man of : 
a millian dollars eats or wears very little j 
more than his humble neighbor who works : 
by the day. The greater part by far of the 
consumption of products known as staple, 
is by the working people. 
Where do they 
gain when the earnings of the prisons is 
less than two per cent, of the cost of their 
maintenance? Should an institution like 
Folsom prison throw out of work three 
hundred 
freemeu and Inevitably lower 
the wages of the remainder, could you ex­ 
plain to the men out of a job or to him who 
works for debased wages, where the saving 
came in as far as he was concerned? Is it 
not a fact that a large number of the prisons 
in the United States, and notably those in 
California, haAe been managed in the in­ 
terests of private parties, who have eaten 
all the meat, while the State has sucked 
the bones? 
We have seen many quotations now and 
again from Brockwav, Wines and other 
men who are interested in prison manage­ 
ment, but can they tell you that the factoty 
that employs 2,000 or 3,000 men in the 
manufacture of shoes, for instance, does 
not debase the value of the Bhoemakers 
labor in that particular locality? What 
do these pedants and philosophers, who 
have ali their lives a “ soft berth,” whose 
success depends upon the notoriety they 
can acquire as penologists, what do they 
know or care that their pet scheme brings 
a lower grade of living to the industrious 
freeman ? Do they go to consult him; 
have they ever in their lives stood at a 
bench for a year's hard labor? Not at all, 
but they are the statisticians to which we 
are always referred. Is the experience ot 
the quarrymen and practical stone-cutters 
of no value in determining such a ques­ 
tion as this? We suggest that it is tbe 
very best evidence attainable to the right 
decision of the matter. There is another 
grave wrong involved in the employment 
of Folsom convicts in the quarrying and 
dressing of stone, viz.: There is a continu­ 
ous training-school whose pupils are being 
recruited every year from the worst of the 
people, who will graduate at the expiration 
of their college course to roam over the 
State and take work at any price from the 
mechanic who has always been honest. 
Is that just ? Shall we shut our eyes to the 
fact that honesty and industry have some 
rights? And what will be the inevitable 
consequence in the course of say ten 
years? Will it not be that there will be 
some reproach fastened permanently upon 
the trade, and will not every man who is a 
stonecutter be regarded by the public as a 
possible ex-convict? There are men in 
every community, and they constitute the 
majority, who live virtuous lives, keep un­ 
spotted reputations, enjoy the esteem and 
respect of all their neighbors, rear families 
who are a credit to themselves and to the 
State, who never learned a trade. Why 
this solicitude for the thief, the highway­ 
man, the burglar, the forger, the seducer, 
the sneaks of the earth, who are all crimi­ 
nals, because they despise work and the 
men who work? The jute mill in each 
prison furnishes the remedy in California, 
for if all the prisoners were put to work 
and kept continuously at this industry, 
they could not manufacture five per cent, 
of the regular annual demand. This pro­ 
duction would be as it has been, a check to 
the rapacity of dealers in jute goods, and 
would in every way be an undoubted bene­ 
fit to the farmers of the State, and there­ 
fore to the people generally.

T he new K nclish C ounty Councils have 
got th eir w ork cut out and no m istake, but 
*t is in London m ore th an in th e provipces 
th a t the task of cleansing A ugean stables 
w ill be th e m ost form idable. T he new 
m etropolitan corporation falls h e ir to a 
host of responsibilities whose m agnitude is 
com m ecsurate w ith th e fire m illions <K 
people whom it w ill have to govern. Con­ 
trol </. police and fire brigades, street lig h t­ 
ing, -sanitary m atters and w ater supply, 
duties w hich form erly fell to th e share of 
a num ber of independent bodies, w ill now 
have to 
be discharged by one. T he 
go.geous pageants th a t erstw hile filed 
down R in g street, th e rem em brancers, the 
train-liearers, th e m an in arm or, nay, the 
civic pigeons them selves, w ill soon he 
things of the past, archaic and obsolete as 
th e wooden giants in 'G uildhall. A laird 
M ayor and A lderm en there w ill still be, 
but how th e office of th e dignitaries is to 
com m and respect w hen shorn of its out­ 
w ard magnificence, it is hard to say. 
H enceforth “the nam eless grace of beadle- 
hood” w ill have to be sustained w ith none 
of those m eretricious pomps w hich daz­ 
zled th e eye of the intelligent foreigners, 
and m ade th e w earer appear to him as 
civicallj transfigured. T he reign of lov­ 
ing cups and tu rtle soup w ill disappear 
m ore slowly, for of the good things of this 
life th e new order has probably an equally 
keen appreciation as the old one it has 
supplanted. 
L ast year th ere was consum ed in her 
M ajesty’s pipe over 10,000 pounds of sm ug­ 
gled tobacco, and probably double th at 
q u an tity of such leaf as from its poor qual­ 
ity was not w orth the duty levied on it. 
T he Q ueen’s tobacco pipe, or rather pi ¡tes, 
for she has m ore than one of them , is quite 
an institution. N either she nor her sub­ 
jects sm oke it, and w hile alw ays slight, 
the fum es arising therefrom are destined 
to be enjoyed by nobody. T he pipe in 
shape and dim ensions resem bles a kiln, 
and is set up in *ow e louclv s[»ot, the ap ­ 
proach to w hich is carefully guarded by 
officers of the customs. T he spectacle of 
so m uch valuable m erchandise going up 
in sm oke is a w asteful one and suggests 
th e m ore rational altern ative of devoting 
th e proceeds w hich could he realized from 
its sale, to a reduction of th e national 
debt.

T he question of w hether consciousness 
survives in the-severed head has been 
m ooted in these colum ns before, and w hile 
the recently published experim ents of L)r.

The citation of the learned and vener­ 
able Ikshop of Lincoln to apjiear before 
the Eclesiastieal Court of liis superior at 
Lambeth Palace, and there stand trial for 
ritualism, is au anachronism to which Eng­ 
land has not furnished more than two par­ 
allels iu this century.

The extent to which the exhumatiou of 
salt ha»' been carried in the brine-heds un­ 
derlying Cheshire and Worcestershire 
threatened to produce a general subsidence 
of the land.

All the houses of 
the town have sunk below their for­ 
mer level, and the principal bridge has 
been voted dangerous. A building for­ 
merly occupied as a Court has had 
to 
be abandoned 
as unstable, and 
gas and water pipes are an end­ 
less source of trouble in this rapidly 
settling community. The salt industry is 
a most remarkable one, and tke brine 
springs and brine caves ef its Cheshire 
seat are among the most wonderful cultural 
phenomena to lie encountered anywhere 
in the island.

A somewhat strange ineident occurred 
in the recent journey of a Pittsburg 
woman returning home from California. 
She was traveling alone, and the journey 
became very tiresome after a while. She 
began to look for some one witli whom she 
might fraternize. The nicest looking jier- 
son in the car was a young girl, who 
seemed to he traveling with her father. 
It was easy to scrape an acquaintance with 
her the Pittsburg woman found, and the 
girl made herself very agreeable at once. 
An introduction to the girl’s father fol­ 
lowed. He was a handsome, elderly man, 
a good conversationalist, and of gentle­ 
manly bearing. 
By and by he proposed they should play 
a game of whist, and another gentleman, "a 
well-known railroad man, was invited to 
take the fourth hand. They cut for part­ 
ners, and it fell out that the railroader 
and the fair Pittsburger were thrown to­ 
gether, thus leaving the father ahd daugh­ 
ter in alliance against them.

Although for a long time detectives of 
the fair sex—and some of them of good so­ 
cial status—have been employed for the 
discovery of crime and grave political of­ 
fenses, and also for making private in­ 
quiries where delicacy and tact is requisite, 
female detectivism has but occasionally 
been employed in the United Kingdom 
for public purposes, and even then with 
merely insignitieent results. In a recent 
Government report upon the Scotch police 
by Captain Monro, her Majesty’s inspector 
for constabulary for Scotland, he says that 
the employment of a few women on the 
detective stall'in large and populous places 
might possibly be of valuable service. 
Owing to this statement, and the import­ 
ant fact that the employment of women as 
private detectives in London has made 
great progress, a writer in the London 
Queen has carefully investigated the sub­ 
ject of this article on which he has re­ 
ceived some appreciable information from 
those who are the most competent to 
speak with authority on the question. 
WOMEN FOE “ SPOTTERS.” 
As regards the engagement of women 
for the detection of crime in this country, 
it is not only very limited, but merely ex­ 
tends to few offenses, the most important 
of which appear to be shoplifting and 
pocket-picking cases and other thefts. In 
these anil other instances they generally 
act under the guidance and close super­ 
vision of regular members of the detective 
staff'. Some years ago a large firm of 
omnibus 
proprietors always engaged 
women to find out the dishonesty of the 
conductors of these vehicles in robbing 
their masters of a portion of their fares, 
and it is stated that women are even now 
employed for this purpose. 
. 
As competent and trustworthy women 
are difficult to secure for secret service in 
police forces, and as no effectual means 
exist for training them for this delicate 
duty, and as they are indifferently paid 
for their work, there is a general feeling 
among policemen of all ranks that under 
present regulations it would be unwise to 
permanently employ women on detective 
staffs or as agents or as assistants to the 
members of such in connection with crim­ 
inal and political investigations. On the 
other hand, in Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. 
Petersburg and other large centers of pop­ 
ulation on the continent, the detective 
service rendered by women to the police in 
these cases is very valuable. The social 
position of ladies employed is often of a 
superior order, while their general knowl­ 
edge is very advanced. The diplomatic 
corjis of some continental nations engage 
ladies as detectives out of their own coun­ 
try. It is stated that a few of the fair sex 
are employed iu London on behalf of the 
French and German embassies, and render 
very efficient help to those to whom they 
are responsible as such. 
STRONG ON DIVORCE CASES. 
Now, for private detective work in Eng­ 
land—as that required in divorce cases, 
tracing missing friends and other secret 
inquiries—a great number of women are 
employed, and their number and services 
have immensely increased during the last 
ten years or thereabouts, when female de­ 
tect ivism as a system is said to have com­ 
menced by firms of private inquiry agents 
in the metro[iolis. The writer has been 
informed by the principals of two import­ 
ant private inquiry offices in London—in 
both of which a large staff'of women are 
employed—that the latter are far more 
efficient for their duties than men would 
be. Great care is taken in their selection, 
and they are better paid for their services 
than women who are temporarily em­ 
ployed in police forces in proportion to 
the time they are respectively engaged in 
their work. 
One metropolitan firm, at least, not 
merely engages a great number of female 
detectives permanently to devote their 
whole time to private inquiry business, 
but pays them a liberal salary in addition 
to giving them a bonus in respect of each 
investigation which they have been main­ 
ly instrumental in bringing to a success­ 
ful termination. The amount received by 
the employers of these women in several 
of such cases is very large, and the latter 
are paid accordingly. One firm of inquiry 
agents has a very clever lady in their 
service, who, in the discharge of her 
duties, has traveled many thousands of 
miles. Her remuneration lias approached 
£400 a year from detective work alone. 
Another firm has paid one of their fair 
sex detectives as much as £80 for a 
month’s service in private investigations. 
In addition to the remuneration the more 
efficient of these detectives obtain from 
the employers, their incomes are materi­ 
ally supplemented by handsome gratuities 
they receive for successful services ren­ 
dered to those who pay their masters very 
liberally for such.—A’eir Orleans Picayune. 


DISEASED MEAT*. 
The Dangtrn to Lite and H ealth Arising; 
From Its Use. 
The following will be read with much 
interest in connection witli the present 
discussion throughout the State in relation 
to diseased m eat: 
Dr. Anderson of Norfolk gives the fol­ 
lowing picturesque account of what a lay­ 
man would call a billions attack: “ I re­ 
ceived into my stomach, while empty, a 
snic.ll morsel of septic meat. In a short 
time a sickening, sinking sensation was 
experienced, with copious secretions of 
hot, frothy mucus, swimming in the head, 
and great nervous prostration. 
Placed 
under circumstances which rendered it im- 
jiossible to use emetics or any other medica­ 
ments, I rode for fifteen miles in great 
torture. Procuring a draught of fine do­ 
mestic wine, I was enabled to complete my 
ride, reaching home late at night after a 
ride of more than twenty miles since eat­ 
ing the jioisoned meat. Not having eaten 
anything since early morning, I ate 
supper and retired. My night was one 
of great trouble, oppression and anxiety 
—frightful 
dreams 
tormentimg 
me 
through 
all 
its 
dreary 
hours. 
I 
arose next morning, weak, sick, tremulous, 
feeble, and with a irightful vertigo. I ate 
a light breakfast and hastened to visit 
some ill patients. 1 returned about mid­ 
day, with a sense of sinking, which seemed 
to me to be the prelude to death. I drank 
a large draught of water and soda, threw 
up a quantity of nauseating, foaming fluid, 
and felt as if every support were gone and 
I could survive but a few moments. See­ 
ing a mixture of salicylic acid and bicarb, 
soda on the mantel, I called for it and 
took a dose, repeating it every fifteen 
minutes. 1 distinctly felt it pervade my 
whole economy, giving force to the heart, 
clearing up the brain, throwing off' the 
incubus aud affording the most delightful 
relief. It soon began to operate on my 
kidneys, and a very copious flow of urine 
followed. It is evident the medicine had 
neutralized the septic agent and caused its 
rapid discharge by the kidneys. 
Here 
was a single morsel of diseased meat, ex­ 
ceedingly minute, but which in 20 hours 
had so transformed and iioisoned all the 
ffuids as to place me in imminent peril.” 
Many of the most malignant diseases are 
caused by eating diseased meat. 
At Naples, in 1G17, over 00,000 persons 
died from eating the meat of animals that 
had died of malignant murrain. The same 
grievous murrain affects our cattle to this 
day in all tropical and semi-tropical 
climates. 
Dr. Most cites the following cases: A 
man contracted a malignant fever and died 
after salting the meat of an ox which had 
been sick with murrain. 
A family died after eating the meat of 
a hug which had been sick with angina. 
In Marburg, Steinnark, several persons 
died of hydrophobia who had been eating 
meat from cattle which had been bitten by 
a mad dog. 
To avoid poisoning or parasitic infection 
from meat, always procure, fresh, whole- 


ita Chief D ignitary—How It ia Governed 
—A ppeal for Aid. 
A remarkable letter was written a few 
weeks ago to one of the London papers by 
the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, the 
chief dignitary of the Russian Church. 
This letter was an appeal to Englishmen 
to aid in supporting the missionaries who 
have been sent out by the Russian Church 
to Japan. 
It is very unusual and noteworthy that 
a Russian prelate should appeal to the re­ 
ligious feelings of Englishmen in such a 
cause, and the letter attracted a great deal 
of comment; but the writer of the letter, 
aside from his high ecclesiastical office, is 
no ordinary man. 
Isidore, the Metropolitan of St. Peters­ 
burg, is over 90 years of age, and has for a 
very long time been a conspicuous and 
much venerated personage in Europe. He 
has spent a long life in doing good and 
beneficent work. The son of a peasant, 
he rose, at an early age, by reason of his 
ability and true piety, to a place in the 
Church, and finally was placed in its high­ 
est dignity. 
From tiie first he has worked with un­ 
remitting zeal to elevate the Russian 
priesthood, and to infuse a more ardent 
zeal and spirit into the body of the Church. 
It is sometimes said that the Czar is 
the Pope of the Russian Greek Church, 
but this statement is misleading. He by 
no means occupies the same position in 
it that the l’ojie does in the Roman 
Catholic Church, for the Roman Pontiff 
defines and declares the doctrines of his 
Church, which the Czar does not. The 
Czar is cailed the “ supreme defender of 
the faith;” he protects the faith, but can 
not change it. 
On the other hand, the Czar does have 
supreme power in the administration of 
the Russian Church. He appoints all its 
chief dignitaries, and can also dismiss 
them at his pleasure. 
The general supervision of the Russian 
Church is exercised by a body of prelates 
appointed’by the Czar, and removable at 
his will, called the “ Most Holy Synod.” 
This body makes laws for the Church, but 
its laws only become operative after the 
Czar has approved and signed them. An 
officer called the Procureur is the inter­ 
mediary between the Czar and the Synod, 
and all communications between them arc 
made through him. 
Formerly the chief dignitary of the 
Russian Church was the “ Patriarch ;” but 
as he had more power than the Czar liked, 
his office was abolished by Peter the Great, 
and the Synod was substituted. The Synod 
is general composed of the Metropolitans 
of St. Petersburg, Moscow and other prov­ 
inces, together with several Archbishops. 
The Russian Churclt differs in doctrine 
from that of Rome mainly on three points. 
It does not recognize the supremacy of the 
Pope; it not only does not forbid but com­ 
pels its priests to marry, and it permits all 
its members to read the Bible in their na­ 
tive tongue. 
A Russian priest is only allowed to per­ 
form the duties ot his office while married. 
If his wife dies, he must cease to officiate. 
His only recourse is then to retire to a 
monastery, for he is not allowed to marry 
a second time. 
The Russian priesthood is divided into 
two orders—parish priests, who are called 
the “ White Clergy,” and monks, who are 
known as the “ Black Clergy.” The monks 
hold a higher rank in the Church than the 
parish priests. It is from the monks that 
the higher officers of the Church are usu­ 
ally filled. There are above 500 monas­ 
teries in Russia, many of which enjoy 
large revenues. 
The parish priests, especially in the 
rural districts, are for the most part poor. 
They derive only small revenues front their 
office, are in many cases ignorant and even 
intemperate, and sometimes are open to 
bribery. The members of the Russian 
Church pay much more heed to its cere­ 
monies and outward displays than to its 
doctrines. This is one of the features of 
the Church wiiich the aged Isidore has 
long labored to replace by a more intelli­ 
gent and spiritual worship. Many sects 
exist in Russia which dissent from the doc­ 
trines of the Greek Church. Some of 
these are very fantastic in belief and 
iu their rites. The national Church 
however, includes among its nominal 
members by for the largest part of the 
population. 
Of “ W hite ” and “ Black ” 
clergy there are more than 250,000. 
Protestants and Roman Catholics are per­ 
mitted to worship according to their faiths 
in Russia, but Jews are subjected to many 
special restrictions, civil privations and 
even persecutions.— Youth's Com¡mnion.

Britons H ave Tim e. 
An American gentleman recently had an 
amusing experience on an English railroad 
whieh demonstrates the Briton’s fond­ 
ness for red-tape. He had bought an ex­ 
cursion ticket to some point a few miles 
outside of London, the fare being about 3s 
each way, and, in getting on the train com­ 
ing back to town, he found that his return 
ticket was missing. When the guard came 
around for his ticket he told him that he 
had lost it, whereupon the guard demanded 
fare from the station at which the train 
had been made np, amounting to 7s fid. 
The passenger, of course, protested against 
this and mentioned the station at which he 
had boarded the train, and the guard re 
plied that he had no assurance that the 
passenger had gotten on at that point. Then 
the passenger refused to pay at all and stuck 
his card into the guard’s hand. Two or three 
days subsequently the passenger received a 
letter from the railroad company saying 
that a report had been made to them of 
the loss of his ticket, and hoping that the 
affair “ might be amicably adjusted.” To 
this communication he paid no atten­ 
tion whatever. 
Three or four days 
atterward he received a formidable en­ 
velope, with the name of the railroad 
printed in full in one corner, and the doc­ 
ument within protested against the silence 
witli which the previous note had been 
treated, and after going over the whole 
details of the matter ended by declaring 
that some settlement would have to be 
arrived at. Then the passenger sat down, 
very much amused over the amount of 
stationery and postage the railway was 
spending about a railway ticket worth, 
perlia¡is, a shilling, and wrote out a long 
and humorous account of how he had 
determined on this suburban excursion, 
and exactly what his movements were 
from the time he took the cab to drive to 
the London station on his outward jour­ 
ney until he missed his ticket after he 
had started to return home. This con­ 
tribution was received in all seriousness at 
the railroad office, and in a few days he 
had an answer to it, stating that they were 
very much obliged for the careful and im­ 
plicit statement, and that the railroad com­ 
pany would not press him for any further 
payment. Obviously they have time to do 
things in England which they have not 
time to do here. If this story did not 
come from a thoroughly responsible and 
reliable source one would be inclined to 
doubt its truth, but without doubt it is a 
simple statemeut of fact.—Exchange.

HUNTING 


N ig h t T im e Is 
ALLIGATORS. 


for K illing; th e 
th e B e st 
Saurian». 
Under 
present 
conditions, alligator- 
hunting by daylight has become a tire­ 
some, uninteresting aud unprofitable occu­ 
pation in most parts of the peninsula, and 
the hunters have adopted the novel scheme 
of killing them by night, writes a Chicago 
Tribune correspondent lrom Euslis, Fla. 
The men equip themselves with guns, re­ 
volvers, knives and bullseye lanterns, and 
seek an alligator track as soon as it is dark. 
These tracks are as plainly marked as 
wagon tracts, and are made by the alliga­ 
tors constantly moving from one lake, 
river or swamp to another. The men take 
their stations and preserve absolute silence. 
The alligators can be heard at a consider­ 
able distance 
laboriously approaching. 
When at the proper point the bullseyes 
are turned upon them. 
The sudden 
stream of dazzling light terrorizes them, 
and they are seemingly paralyzed for the 
nonce. 
Their eyes bulge out and sparkle 
like huge diamonds, and at these glisten­ 
ing orbs the hunters direct their aim. 
It 
is useless to shoot them except in the eyes, 
the open mouth or under the throat, as 
their tough skins turn away the shot and 
receive no injury. When the alligators 
are all killed the hunters move on to an­ 
other ridge and await the approach of 
more victims. 
A negro is usually employed to remove 
the hides and teeth, while the remains are 
left as food for the numerous buzzards, 
which are here protected by law. The 
hides sell for from $1 to §3 each, and the 
teeth for as much more, the latter being 
worked into jewelry, and other ornaments. 
Half a dozen enterprising men can secure 
from one to a score of alligators in a single 
night, the number depending on the loca­ 
tion and the condition of the weather. 
If the reptiles continue their migratory 
habits, there will be little trouble in ex­ 
terminating them within a few years, with­ 
out encountering the dangers of entering 
the swamps to pursue them. The disposi­ 
tion to move about apparently grows on 
them with the advance of civilization, the 
uneasiness among them being engendered 
presumably by the persistency with which 
they are pursued. 
In their present panic- 
stricken condition they are seldom found 
far from the water in daylight, but make 
all their overland journeys bv night.

S en sib le S u g g estio n s on Ih e C are o f th e 
Sick a t H om e. 
A large, sunny room should he selected 
for the invalid ; if without a carpet so 
much the better. Sunshine as a disinfect­ 
ant is worth bushels of chloride of lime. 
The room should be kept thoroughly 
ventilated and at a temperature not lower 
than 68° or higher than 70°. 
If the pa­ 
tient is kept warm, air may be freely ad­ 
mitted without the danger. 
A sheet folded once lengthwise, laid 
across the bed, with the upper edge just 
touching the pillows and the ends tightly 
tucked under the mattress, will be found 
to add greatly to the patient’s comfort. 
It does not wrinkle like a single sheet, and 
crumbs may be readily brushed ofl' it. 
The bed linen should be changed at 
least once in three days; the blankets once 
a week, those that have been removed be­ 
ing hung in the ojten air for a few hours, 
then thoroughly aired in a warm room. 
In bathing the invalid never uncover 
too large a surface at once. Pin a blanket 
round the shoulders, fastening it behind, 
and remove the night dress under that. 
Put the hand under the blanket and 
sponge the skin, a small portion at a time. 
A woman’s hair should be combed everv 
dav if she is able to bear the fatigue. 
íf 
it ha» become tangled a little oil will soon 
loosen it. 
The cross sheet should invariably be 
kept free from crumbs and wrinkles, as 
these are a frequent cause of bed sores. 
Wherever the least redness shows on the 
patient’s body the skin must l>e at once 
bathed with alcohol, thoroughly dried and 
dusted with powdered oxide of zinc. 
The carjiet of a sick room should be 
lightly brushed once a day with a wetted 
broom. 
The furniture and woodwork 
should be wiped with a damp cloth. 
Dry 
dusters and feather brushes are worse than 
useless. 
Meals for invalids should look as tempt­ 
ing as i>ossible. The tray should be cov­ 
ered with the whitest napkin, and the sil­ 
ver, glass and china should shine with 
cleanliness. 
The patient should not be 
disgusted by a display of too much food 
and should not be consulted beforehand 
as to what he will eat or drink. 
The nurse’s dress should invariably be 
neat, tasteful and prettv. 
Slippers or 
boots of felt should be worn. To be con­ 
tinually smoothing the bed, pestering the 
patient with sympathy and saying a dozen 
times an hour, “ H ow do you feel now?” is 
enough to drive a sick man wild. 
Household trouble should be kept far 


to me,

The Senate State Prison Com m ittee and the 
Ways and Means Com m ittee of th e Assembly re­ 
sum ed investigation of San Q uentin Prison 
i m atters last evening in the suprem e Court­ 
room. 
Grove L. Johnson and ex-Senator Pat Reddv 
appeared as counsel lor W arden McComb. Mr. 
Reddy stated th at the letter published as h av­ 
ing been w ritten by John MeComb, Jr., and 
w hich has been published as part ol the so- 
called letters oi exposition. is a forgery; th a t 
yoiu g McComb was present and would testify 
ujxm the subject, and w ould satisfy the com ­ 
m ittee that h e was entirely innocent of the m at­ 
ter. 
A lter a brief consultation it was decided, 
upon tbe request oi Mr. Reddy, to hear testi­ 
m ony upon the subject and at once dispose of 
this branch of the inquiry. 
John McComb, Jr.. was sworn aud testified. 
He exam ined tne letter purpiortiug to have been 
w ritten bv him , and said he did net write it. 
Prison Director J. K. Luttrell Was sworn aud 
testified ihat he w ai well acquainted w ith the 
handw riting o f John McComb, J r , and was 
po-itive tn a t the letter w as not iu his h an d ­ 
writing. 
S P Masliu was sw orn and testified that he 
was fam iliar w ith John Met omb, Jr.'s w riting, 
and th at this letter was not his handw riting. 
J. O. Riley testified th a t he was well ac­ 
quainted w ith young M ccom b's w riting, and 
the letter in question lie was satisfied w as, not 
in the handw riting nt Met omb. 
Y arden Au 1, of the Folsom Prison, testified 
that he was well acquainted w ith John Mc- 
Comn, Jr.’s handw riting, aud the letter pre­ 
sented was not the w riting of said McComb. 
A resolution w as then unanim ously adopted 
to the effect th a t it was tbe sense and belief ol 
the com m ittee that the letter was not iu Mc- 
Comb's handw riting, nor was it w riiten by him . 
The exam ination of W arden McComb was 
then taken up. and he was questioned concern­ 
ing th e hand-w riting on the tissue page torn 
from the letter press copy-book kept at San 
Q uentin, aud w hich jiage cou aiued the state­ 
m ent of value of certain im provem ents m ade at 
San Q uentin from January 1, 1888, io June 30. 
1888 described iu the R e c o k d -U x io x report yes- 
tirday. This statem ent m ade am ount of said 
im provem ents $8,826 
Tbe second statem ent, 
w hich is in ihe press copy-book, m akes the 
am ount $26,181. The witness was asked as to 
the m oney paid • ut for m aterials in building a 
house enum erated iu the im provem ents nam ed, 
and said he could u<t give am ount of money so 
used, but his bo k-ketper probably could. It 
cam e irom State prison m nd and general appro 
priation for supjxirt of the prison. The cost was 
charged to general repairs account. In the re­ 
port ol the State l’r son Directors it w ill be in­ 
cluded under head oi m aterials pntchased. 
All item s of expenditure- at the prison can be 
traced in the prison book of accounts. 
The letter of May 25th, when I said W. C. 
H endricks seem ed to be iu a schem e to reinstate 
his nam esake, was w ritten 
to au intim ate 
friend of both of us, and was p ritu tc. Now that 
it is m ade public it mortifies m e exceedingly 
that 1 should have so sjxiken of Mr. Hendricks, 
and 1 wi»h h»-re to m ake ajiology for doing so.

Being again questioned concerning the state­ 
m ent torn from the press copy book, and the re­ 
vised statem ent of sam e w hereby a raise from 
$8,826 to $26.184 was m ade, w itness said this is 
sim ply an inventory o f projierty to be carried as 
assets show ing the values as I regarded them . 
It m akes no difference about my books bal­ 
ancing. All exjienditures for m aterials are so 
accounted for. As to the differences here pre­ 
sented between the two statem ents of tlie same 
items, I sim ply raised the figures from the first 
to the higher statem ent because I regarded the 
first estim ate too low. 
After some further tim e spent in questioning 
aud explanations upon the subject, the investi­ 
gation was adjourned un til this evening at 8 
o'clock.

The following is from Charles de Kav’s 
illustrated article on Christian Ireland in 
, the March Century: 
“ It is an old error to 
; count St. Patrick among the emissaries, 
' missionaries, or nuncios from the see of St. 
j Peter. 
His conversion of Ireland was an 
indejiendent act, which may be compared 
j with similar independent conversions of 
the Bulgarians and other nations to the 
orthodox or Eastern Churh by St. Cyril 
and St. Methodius four hundred years' la­ 
ter. The terms of his confession of faith 
and his letter to a Welsh brigand who car­ 
ried off'his converts into slavery, two au­ 
thentic documents, forbid any other view. 
Borne was indeed in the field to convert 
Iteland. but failed because the situation 
was not understood. 
A few vears before 
the arrival of St. Patrick (A. D. 430) the 
then Pope, Celestinos I., sent Bishop Pala- 
dius. Though these is no record of harm 
done to him by the pagans, but, on the 
contrary, he 
was 
permitted to build 
churches and leave pastors, yet his recep­ 
tion was so chilling that he left. He never 
reached Rome, death overtaking him iu 
Pictlacd, what is now Scotland, Xorth 
Britain having receiver! that appellation 
since Ins day when overrun and conquered 
by a Keltic return wave out of Scotia or 
Ireland. 
“ It lias been suggested that Patrick 
never existed, and that his legend was 
founded on these meager achievements of 
Paladins; but the hypothesis has too many 
documentary, historical and legendary evi­ 
dences against it. There was every reason 
for the want of success of a bishop coming 
from Borne where orthodoxy had been dis­ 
carded for a more enterprising and ambi­ 
tious form of Christianity. 
Paladiusmust 
have found the upper classes free-thinkers, 
addicted to Druidical and other heathen 
vices, to human sacrifices and the black 
art, to polgamy certainly, and more than 
probably to occasional acts of cannibalism, 
such as drinking human blood and tearing 
the human heart with the teeth. Such 
things have often co-existed with a high 
grade of civilization. That Paladius was 
permitted to build churches shows two im­ 
portant things—one, that the upper classes 
were contemptuous of the new religion; 
the other, that Clnistians were present in 
Ireland. But they must have been humble 
folk and of the orthodox eastern sect. The 
record of Paladius and his mission reported 
by the Four Masters has internal evidence 
of genuineness in its trait of moderation. 
The churches are wooden. 
We know that 
architecture in Ireland was late in affect­ 
ing stone as a m aterial; but if tills record 
had been forged after tlie twelfth century, 
natural vanity would surely have made out 
the material to be stone. 
“ The success of St. Patrick where Bome 
had failed could hardly have been palat­ 
able. Tlie hatred and contempt felt by the 
Italian ecclesiastics came out in St. Je­ 
rome’s reference to Celestius the Pelegian 
as an eater of Irish porridge, Seotiris jiuJti- 
bus jmrgramtus (‘gorged with his Irish 
mush’) and by other remarks in the po­ 
lemics of the day. Two years later anotner 
missionary, not accredited from Bome—an 
li ish-Scot by residence if not a Scot by 
birth, a student of Gaul, and a man who 
distinctly denied that he was learned—ar­ 
rived in Ireland and did w’hat Paladius 
could not do; so that to-day the Irish 
Catholics iu all parts of the world turnout 
in processions once a year to honor his 
memory. 
“ How came it that l’articus succeeded 
where Paladius failed? Primarily because 
he had nothing to do with Bome' or Italy. 
This preserved him from the active jeal­ 
ousy of ihe upper classes, the Kings,Chiefs 
and Druids, who had good reason to per­ 
ceive that Bome, having retired 
her 
armies from Britain, was now trying to 
extend her sway by religion. 
It also con­ 
ciliated the Christians scattered along the 
borders of the island, who must have re­ 
sented the pretensions of the Bornan 
Bishops with as much vigor as did the 
orthodox of the Fast. 
But there was 
another reason for Patrick’s success. He 
addressed 'himself to the temporal and 
intellectual leaders, the Chiefs, Druids aud 
‘ Files,’ or poets, because he was a man of 
genius, and saw that only iu that way 
could a community existing on the claii 
svstem loe converted.”

People are 
huddled together under one roof Itecause 
belts and shafts are so pitiably short. 
If 
power may traverse a wire, why not take 
the power to the people’s homes, or to 
smaller and more healthful shops in pleas­ 
anter places? 
To-day we find sewing 
women crowded into a hot, stuffy room, 
close to the noise, smell, dust and terrible 
iieat of some little steam engine at one 
end of the room. The place must be on a 
lower lloor, because of the weight of the 
engine and the cost of carrying coal up­ 
stairs. 
“Let us see how the work may lie done 
with motors. 
We may take tiie elevator 
in a wholesale clothing warehouse on 
Bleecker street and pass through the sales 
rooms to tiie top floor. 
The building is 
lofty and of light construction, and yet 
we find in the bright and pleasant attic 
above the housetops a hundred girls, each 
using power. They are sealed at long 
tables, each one having a sewing-machine, 
and secured to the under side of the table 
is a small electric motor, one to each ma­ 
chine. The operator has only to touch a 
foot-pedal and the motor starts giving 
about one-tenth of a horse-jxtwer, at very 
high speed. 
If the speed is too fast it can 
be regulated at will by the pressure of the 
foot on the treadle. There is no heat, no 
dust or ill-smelling oil, and only a slight 
humming 
sound, 
the 
sewing-machine 
itself making more noise than the motor. 
The room is sweet, clean and light, and it 
is in every respect a healthful workroom. 
“ If we look out of the window we see 
two insulated wires passing under the sash 
down to the electric-light wires on the 
poles below. There are people who cry 
out against the overhead wires, and would 
pull them all down. Some day they will 
be buried underground. 
Meanwhile, is it 
not au immense gain for these working- 
girls to be placed in a quiet, sunny room, 
far from the maddening engine? In an­ 
other shop on Broadway we may see a 
different 
arrangement. 
A two-horse­ 
power motor takes its current from an 
electric-light wire in tlie street and redis­ 
tributes its power to shaftiDg placed un­ 
der the work-tables. 
Each operator with 
a touch of her foot throws her machine 
into gear, and takes her share of the two- 
horse power.”
